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MINUTES OF HEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


January 7, 1969 


Present: Chairman, Louis J. Bartolini, and Selectmen Charles Be. 
Swartwood III and Robert C, Dumont. Also present was 
F,. L. Baker, Sr., Town Accountant. 


7:38 P.M. Mrs. Carole Maconi, Correspondent for the Marlboro 
Enterprise, appeared. 


lr. Baker announced that there would be one more Warrant for the 
payment of 1968 bills. 3 


7:hO P.M. Then appeared Mrs. Gail Hoss and Mrs. Maureen Maguire, 
Correspondents for the Framingham News and Worcester 
Gazette, respectively. 


Mrs. F. White of Bryden Road and Mrs. Judith Knorr of Harris Drive 
appeared. 


Mrs. Knorr complained that the condition of Marlboro Road (Route 85) 
on New Year's Eve was bad and that she did not "see a sign of a plow" 
when driving over said Road. Chairman Bartolini explained to Mrs, 
Knorr that said Road had been plowed (it was explained to her about 
ice build-up). It was further explained by the Chairman that the men 
on the Highway Department had already worked "eighteen or twenty hours" 
clearing Town roads. 


The leashing of dogs was then discussed. 
Mrs. White: "It*seems to me that the Selectmen object to a leash law.’ 


Chairman Bartolini: "I didn't know that the Selectmen declared 
themselves for or against the Leash Law." 


Selectman Dumont stated that he had suggested to Mrs. Tufts, who also 
suggested, some time ago, to have a Leash Law, that any person who 
so wished, could vetition for such a Leash Law. 


Mrs. White e3 <plained that she is afraid to permit her three-year-~ ~old 


daughter out in her yard because of dogs, which are running in packs. 


Again the Selectmen suggested their (both Mrs. Knorr and Mrs. White) 
petitioning, by way of an article, explaining just what is required 


to place said article in the Annual Town Warrant, for a Leash Law, 


Chairman Bartolini told the ladies that most of the complaints regarde- 
ing dogs were coning from their area. 


Selectman Swartwood explained, in detail, what powers the Selectmen 
have with respect to dogs. Mr. Swartwood further explained that the 
Selectmen at one time lost a case in court, because at the hearing, 
which was held in the Selectmen's Office concerning a dog complaint, 
the party involved was not put under oath, that in all such cases, 
parties concerned have to be placed under oath at all such Hearings. 
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72:59 P.M. Town Counsel, Judge William F. Brewin, appeared. ms 


Mrs. White stated that she did not know to whom the dogs belonged. Both 
Mrse White and Mrs. Knorr then left Selectmen's Office, 


8:00 P.M. Chairman Bartolini then held Hearings on Petitions of the 
N.E. Tel & Tel Co. and the Massachusetts Electric Co. re:

(Mrs. Walter Davis appeared, and voiced no ob jection.)

(No one appeared to voice any objections) 
"Nichols Road"-from Pine Hill Road Approximately 65 feet westerly (3 Poles) 


(Mr. Joseph Melpigmano, RAW Agent, Framingham, attended 
this Hearing. No one appeared to object) 


Chairman Bartolini explained that Mr. George Blanchard, 
R/W Agent for the Worcester area could not attend 
Hearings tonight. — 


VOTED: to grant all aboveementioned Petitions. 


6:15 P.M. Bills approved for payment on Treasury Warrants #56 (1968 
Warrant-Amount, $33,381.10, and Treasury Warrant #1, 1969 
in the amount of $1,669.17) (Treasury Warrant #1 for 1969 
was approved January 2, 1969 in the amount of $990.21 for 
Veterans Services) 


8:25 P.M. Civil Defense Director, Warren D,. Harding and his Communica- 
tions Staff Officer, Mr. MacLeod, avpeared,. 


Collective Bargaining, with respect to the Police, as sponsored by the 
Police Association, discussed with the Town Counsel. | 


Town Counsel: "If they (Police) don't always get what they want, they 
can apply to the 'Unfair Labor Commission!," 


Selectman Dumont to Judge Brewin: "Find out what the legal bounds are 
in which we can operate if we, as a Board, decide what 
we can do that is legal." 


Letter under date of December 28, 1969 with respect to radio service 
contracts as received from the Civil Defense Director, read aloud by 
Chairman Bartolini. According to said letter, "The Civil Defense 
Department would not be interested in a service contract unless it was 
to cover all devartments." 
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Mre Harding then announced that the Fire Department "is not going to 
pump any more cellars" and that he (C.D.D.) would like to know "if the 
Town feels it has an obligation of pumping basements?" 


Selectman Swartwood: "Donttt you think this (flood of March, 1968) 
was very definitely an emergency situation?" 


Mr, Harding: "Yes." Mr. Harding then stated that basically, what he 
was talking about was the placing of an article in the 
Annual Town Warrant "to buy a number of pumps, come up 
with a plan whereby when emergency comes, we will know 
what we will do.” 


Selectman Swartwood: "Couldn't this work on some sort of an emergency 
volunteer basis==-couldn't we have the pumps under 
the direction of Civil Defense=-=-couldn't we have 
under Civil Defense trained volunteers--couldn'!t 
they be used when an emergency is declared...?" 


Mr. MceCleod: "That is basically what the Civil Defense is now," 
Chairman Bartolini: "How many pumps were you thinking of purchasing?" 


C.D.D.- "The pumps I am looking at run $680.50. This is a single price," 
he said. "It takes two men to set up one of these pumps, at 
that point, you can leave one man--if we aren't going to tuy 
these pumps, we could turn around and rent these pumps." 


Chairman Bartolini: "You want centrifical," 


VOTED: to place article in Warrant--pumps to be used for "strict 
emergency," 


VOTED: to approve Civil Defense Budget at $4383.00 


9:20 Poli. Mre Joseph Cormier appeared requesting to remain open on 
Sundays at his establishment on Route 9, which he stated 
is a "Gift Shop," being known as "Kiln Designs Gift Shop." 
Mr. Cormier assured the Board that he was not selling fur- 
niture, that the tables, etc., being used to display his 
cifts, while appearing as antiques, are not to be sold. 
fir. Cormier stated that the furniture simply compliments 
Said gifts, that "nine-tenths of the shop is gift items." 


VOTED: that lir. Joseph Cormier be vermitted to open on Sundays at 
- aboveenamed Gift Shop. 


9:30 P.M. Hr. John McCarthy of Hish Street appeared requesting the 
establishment of a "Local Historical Commission," stating 
that such a Commission is "similar to a Conservation 
Commission," that he (McCarthy) appeared tonight, in behalf 
of the Southboro Historical Society. Mr. McCarthy explained 
that such a Commission can accept gifts for the Town, that 
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with approval said Commission can expend money, that said 
Commission can work with the Department of Urban Development 
and the Highway Department, that if an area is threatened 
they also work with the State. Mr. licCarthy stated that 
membership can be controlled. It was brought out that such 
a Gommission has to be appointed by the Selectmen having not 
less than three nor more than seven members, Mr. McCarthy 
stated that they would like to have five members. 


VOTED: that Nr. McCarthy submit an article, to be placed in the Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant, relative to the above. 


(Local Historical Commission comes under Chapter 6, Section B of the G.L.) 
9:38 P.M. Mr. McCarthy left Selectmen's Office. 


The acceptance of Tara Road and Blackthorn Drive, so-called, within the 
subdivision known as Fiddler's Green, again discussed. 


VOTED: to ask the Messrs. Cosmo Caterino, James P. Murphy, Jr. and the 
Southborough Planning Board to attend a meeting of the Selectmen 
on Tuesday, January 21st at 6:00 P.M. for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the vroblems in connection with the above-mentioned Tara 
Road and Blackthorn Drive. (Presently, there is a question as 
to the rightful owner of said Road and Drive.) 


VOTED: to notify the Town of Grafton, with respect to swimming pools, 
that the Town is in the process of preparing a By-Law concerning

VOTED: to notify the Tree Warden of the letters of complaint, as 
received from the Messrs. Elmer Phillipo and Lucien M. Dion, 
with respect to a weeping willow tree located on Pleasant Street, 
Fayville, asking to have said tree posted, so that same may be 
removede 


VOTED: to notify, by Memo, the Custodian of the Fayville Village Hall, 
that it is his obligation to shovel snow and sand whenever snow 
and icy conditions warrant same.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


January 14, 1969 


7:30 pem.e Present: Chairman, Louis J. Bartolini, Selectmen, Charles B. 
Swartwood III and Robert C. Dumont. Also Town Accountant, Fred 
L. Baker, Sr., who discussed various Town matters with the Board 
and left Treasury Warrants #57 (last 1968 Warrant) in the amount 
of $15,130.35, #3 (which was approved as of January 10, 1969) in 
the amount of $7,680.00, and #4 (January 14th) in the amount of 
$27,294.54. 


7:40 pom. Bills approved for payment on Treasury Warrants #57 and #4, as 
above indicated. 


Mrs. Carole Maconi, Correspondent for the Marlboro Enterprise 
appeared at this time. 


8:05 pem. Then appeared Mr. Arthur Perham for the purpose of discussing a 
home, as purchased by him, which is located at 59 Boston Road. 


Mr. Perham explained to the Board that above-mentioned house, in which his 

family and Father are going to live in, is having some remodelling done, that 

he is having one room panelled off in order to divide the kitchen and bathroom. 
Mr. Perham explained that the "bathroom" had already had a shower in same. Mr. 
Perham stated, in detail, just what work was being done at above-mentioned 
address, and just what said remodelling constituted. (There is a question in 

the mind of the Board as to whether or not the work as being done at said address, 
changes said home, from a home to an apartment.) 


Selectman Swartwood told Mr. Perham that the Board will try to determine whether 
or not this home is an apartment and suggested that a letter should be sent to 
the Building Inspector, telling him what information he (Perham) gave to the 
Board concerning samee Chairman Bartolini in agreement with Selectman Swartwood. 
Selectman Dumont feels that before sending said letter to the Building Inspector, 
that "we have a definite definition." 


VOTED: to take the above matter under advisement. 

VOTED: to request definition of the above from the Town Counsel. 

8:30 poem. Mr. R. S. Byrnes, R/W Agent for the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company appeared with respect to his Company's proposed plans "to 
construct a buried communications system from its Littleton, Massa- 
chusetts center to its Blackstone, Massachusetts center, this being 
part of the Boston-Miami system.'"' (See Am. T & T letter 12/23/68). 

Mr. Byrnes explained his Company's Petition requesting permission "to construct, 

operate and maintain communications systems including underground cables and 

wires, manholes and handholes, surface testing-terminals, markers and other 
appurtenances upon, along, under and across the surface of 
Sears Road, from the property of N. Y., N. H. and Hartford Railroad" etc., 
"Route 30 from the property of S. Jacks" etc., 


'"Parkerville Road - From the property of Metropolitan District Commission 
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along easterly edge of macadam surface to Station 1049+96" etc., 


"Parkerville Road = From the property of J. Waller across Parkerville 
Road" etc., 


"From property of C. Gaffney across Parkerville Road" etc., and 


"Fay Court and Bridge Street - From property of Boston and Albany 
Railroad" etc. 


The Board members viewed all blueprints with Mr. Byrnes concerning the above- 
mentioned-- it was agreed that everything was in order--it was also agreed that 
Mr. Byrnes would obtain all the names of the abutters, that a hearing would be 
set up, that Mr. Byrnes would contact the Board's Secretary relative to the 
time and date of said Hearing. 


9:00 p.m. Mr. Byrnes left the Selectmen's office at this time. 


Director of Veterans' Services, Mr. Joseph K. Murphy, appeared, for 
the purpose of discussing an increase in the Salary of the Director of Veterans 
Services and Burial Agent. Mr. Murphy explained that he met, last July with 
the Personnel Board, telling said Board that he would soon be retiring from his 
regular work as a Mail Carrier, that the work regarding Veterans' Services, has 
increased, that he spends twenty hours a week on such work, ten of which are used 
making trips to Boston, that he would like a comparable salary to that of other 
Towns, Similar in size to Southborough. Mr. Murphy stated that the Personnel 
Board made no comments concerning the above, but did "ask me all kinds of 
questions" reminding him (Murphy) that he is appointed by the Board of Select- 
men, who are "more or less your bosses." 


Selectman Swartwood: 'What do you get now?" 
Mr. Murphy: "I get $1200.00." 
Selectman Dumont: "Putting in twenty hours a week?" 


Mr. Murphy: "Put in here about ten hours a week then have my investigations-- 
go to Boston on an average of one day a week." 


Mr. Murphy told the Board that under Chapter 115 all monies spent under this 
Chapter is Fifty per cent reimbursable, that out of monies spent under this 
Chapter last year, the Town will be reimbursed for $7,000.00. 


VOTED: to take the above matter under advisement. 

Mr. Murphy was told by the Board members to wait until he hears from said Board. 
9:30 peme at about this time, Mr. Murphy left Selectmen's Office. 

VOTED: that a monthly report be published by the Board of Selectmen. 

Letter, as received from the Planning Board of the Town of Holliston in this 
office under date of January 6th with respect to information received by 
Holliston that "a major airport will be located somewhere outside the Met- 
ropolitan Boston area" discussed briefly. (A meeting of the Holliston Planning 


Board is being held on January 22 at 8:00 pom. in the Town Hall for interested 
parties in surrounding communities.) 
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9:32 pem» The following members of the Police Department appeared: 


Chief Francis J. Mattioli, Sergeant Paul A. Beliveau, Patrol- 
men: William Colleary, Jr. and William Harpster, Reserve Officers: 
Joseph R. Noberini and Henry Pietrasiak. 


Chairman Bartolini, after making the usual introductions, stated,. 
"reason Board invited members of Police Association here, I got notification 
you have petition for Collective Bargaining plan. Before you seseecccceesy WE 
felt that we should talk to the Association and perhaps you can tell us what 
you want.'' Mr. Bartolini further stated, "I want to make it quite clear this 
is nothing to do with Collective Bargaining=- in our official capacity- is 
Simple reason you haven't yet completed whole eooccece!! 


Selectman Swartwood stated that the Board had heard, through communication 
access said Police were considering collective bargaining, and explained, in 
detail, just what collective bargaining constituted, as far as he knew. He 
stated that it was his feeling that for the past two years, since he has been 
on the Board, there has been a good relationship between the Town's Employees 
and the Selectmen, that if any problems arose, the employees would take same 
to the Board of Selectmen, that the Board was not aware of the dissatisfaction 
of some of the Town's employees with respect to said Board's representation of 
them. (On January 7th, the Board of Selectmen, for the first time, read 
photostatic copy of letter and notice of Hearing with respect to a Petition 
filed with the Labor Relations Commission by the Southboro Police Association. 
Said notice was sent to the Chief of Police.) 


Chairman Bartolini told all parties present that the Board of Selectmen "has 
put into the budget to increase your Blue Cross Blue Shield 75% and to pay 
the full 100% Life Insurance."' Mr. Bartolini informed the group that his 
Board has also requested approval of a 40-hour week. 


Selectman Dumont stated, "I was interested in having an opportunity of talking 
with you all about the things that concern you to find out whether or not these 
are the kind of things we can resolve without this other approach." 

Chairman Bartolini: "I want it understood the Board of Selectmen -- we are 

not against Collective bargaining-- we are just point- 
ing out, wondering why you went to the." (Labor 
Relations Commission) 

Selectman Swartwood: "We are questioning the reason." 

Chief Mattioli: "I think you have said about everything." 

Officer Harpster: "I believe, in the past, the Association hasn't been recog- 
nized to come in here... they don't want to talk to us-- 
that's the way we understand." 

Chairman Bartolini: "Association never came forward and asked to be recognized." 


Sergeant Beliveau: "It seemed we were just going around and around." 


Chairman Bartolini then reviewed what happened last year, reminding the group 
that its initial presentation was not done in a legal manner. 
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Town Counsel, Judge William F. Brewin, who had appeared a short time before the 
Police had arrived in the Selectmen's Office, stated to the group that said 
group did not follow proper statutory procedures. 'You were also given the 
opportunity to talk to each member of the Board. In fact, I offered my 
services to the Association," he said. 


Officer Colleary stated that all members of the Association, except the Police 
Chief voted "to see if we wanted collective bargaining, this is not the Police 
Association, this is members of the Police Department." 


"All the members of the Police Department and Reserve" Officer Colleary said. 


Chairman Bartolini: "When you ask us to do something, we have to do it by 
Statute e aes 


Sergeant Beliveau: "We were also confronted by the Personnel Board. A lot 
of this was talked both ways=-we assumed at this time 
if we did not... according to Hoyle." 


Chairman Bartolini: "You were given the opportunity, the reason I am bring- 
ing it up again, I want to make it clear, you were given 
the opportunity to do it right and nobody listened." 


Officer Noberini: "I believe we are doing it right, now." 
Chairman Bartolini to Officer Noberini: "You are correct.’ 


Officer Harpster: "Did you tell them last year, we were willing to talk 
to them?" 


Chairman Bartolini: "We certainly did.!! 


Officer Colleary reviewed with the Board various benefits as reported by 
the Board earlier, one being step rates as shown on the Salary Administration 
Plan in the"Rate Range" set-up. 


Selectman Swartwood: "I think the time when we get concerned with the steps, 
that is when you reach the saturation point." 


Selectman Dumont stated, "We have made some recommendations."' Mr. Dumont 
further stated and are waiting to hear from the 
Personnel Board. 


Officer Harpster: "Everybody had voted for it.'' (Collective Bargaining) 
The Police group at tonight's meeting stated they had a list of thirty-four 
request, they did not mention, however, what said requests were. 


10:00 pem. Town Counsel, William F. Brewin appeared and discussion contin- 
ued with respect to the procedures which have to be followed 
relative to elections concerning said Collective Bargaining. 


10:30 peme The Police Association "Committee" left Selectmen's Office 
at this time, and the Board discussed further, with the Town 
Counsel, those matters which have concerned the Police De- 
partment members relative to said Collective Bargaining. 


10:42 peme Police group again appeared in Selectmen's Office and further 
discussion ensued on the above. 
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10:47 P.M. Town Counsel left at this time. 
10:50 P.M. All Police members left at this time. 


Letter of "protest" as received from the Trustees of the Southborough Public: 
Library with respect to their budget, as having been "overdrawn", discussed. 


VOTED: that a letter be sent to said Trustees informing them that, according 
to Chapter 41 of the G. L., the Town Accountant is required to refuse 
certification of any payment of expenditures, which are allocated to 
a specific appropriation, i.e. salaries. 


Letter as received from Refrigerated Storage Center, Inc. with respect to 

the disposition of some foods (frozen) which have become contaminated, dis- 
cussed, and with respect to permission's being granted by the Board to dispose 
of same at the Town Dump, also discussed. 


VOTED: that permission be granted to the above-named Company to bury 1400 
cases of contaminated frozen liquid at the dump under the following 
conditions: 


1. that said Company absorbs all costs in burying said material, that 
the upper surface of the buried material is reasonably level, and 
that it be covered not less than one foot of earth, and 


2e that the process be done under the supervision of the Superintendent 
of Highways, Leo J. Pessini. 


The Ernest Capone property, at or near the Joseph Mauro brook, discussed. (It 
is believed that said property lies between the Drug store building and the Old 
Grain Mill on Boston Road.) 


Chairman Bartolini is in favor of obtaining an Easement from Mr. Mauro. 
VOTED: to contact Mr. Mauro regarding the above. 


VOTED: that the Building Inspector be contacted and that he give to the Board, 
| a complete list of all signs which have been erected and which are 
illegal. (The Board is desirous of being prepared concerning same and 
wants the Town Counsel also to be contacted to see what legal steps 
have to be taken.) 


The Dalzell matter, with respect to apartments, again discussed. Selectman 
Swartwood stated, "we have got to go against" (re apartments. ) 


VOTED: to have Town Counsel instigate action against Hugh Dalzell or owners 
of the property for maintaining of illegal apartments, which are 
located in the village of Fayville, Town Counsel also is to contact 
Mr. Ernest Kallander, Sr. and his Attorney Alfred W. Howes, asking 
them, at their convenience, to meet with the Board. 


Noted by the Board: under the "subdivision control law not required" were 
the following plans: 


1. Plan of Land of Albert & Sylvia Keith=-40,000 sq. ft. -= Route 9 (Turnpike)

as received from Mr. Charles Doucette, which stated, in effect, that "very little 
can be done on this complaint--The owner of the dog must be known. We do not have 
any record of this call at the Police Station or in the answering Service records 

on the date stated," etc. The report of the Dog Officer was somewhat similar in that 
the owner of the dog was not known. Mrs. White asked what could be done, saying, 

"it is a serious problem." 


Selectman Swartwood stated as a beginning he would suggest that the Dog Officer

there would be a cost involved, to the owners of such dogs. 


Selectman Bartolini stated: "I feel strongly that the Board can declare that an 
act of a nuisance.'' Mr. Bartolini further stated 
to Mrs. White that steps would be taken to alleviate 
this problem. 


Mrs. White explained to all present that there were perhaps "six to 15 dogs going 
through my yard a day." (Mrs. White gave to the Board photostatic copies of 
letters as received from Miss Mary C. Hayes, Principal of Peter's Annex which 
refers to the "presence of dogs on the schoolyard," and a photostatic copy of 
letter as received by P. Brent Trotieer (both said letters having been sent to 
Mr. Cobb, Chairman of the School Committee) complaining of the nuisance created 
by dogs in the school yard. Along with these letters, Mrs. White gave in to the 
Board, actual pictures taken showing dogs in the school yard, as well the child- 
rens' being there at the time of said picture-taking. 


Selectman Dumont commended Chairman Swartwood for his suggestion with respect 

to having the Dog Officer pick up dogs in the school yards, ctc., and suggested, 
should the Dog Officer not be available, to have the Police take the responsibil- 
ity. Mr. Dumont feels that some kind of statement should be issued with respect 
to reports rec’ ived concerning dogs, so that the public would be alerted. 
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Selectman Dumont commended Mrs. White for her interest concerning the dog problem 
in the town and encouraged her to continue to call such problems to the attention 
of the Boards 


10:20 P.M. Police Chief Mattioli appeared. 


The Board told Mrs. White to encourage the public to come to the Board when dog 
problems occur. 


Chief Mattioli: At the Town Meeting when I was asked to speak in favor of a Dog 
Control Law, I told them I was neutral--since the Town Meeting, 
we have had at least three dog-bite reports--two or three morn- 
ings in a row." 


Mrs. White stated she had to call the Police with respect to the dogs in her yard. 


Chief Mattioli: “I think the Police Department is getting called into it more 


than ever before--we can't always be available.'"' The Chief 
stated that the Dog Officer is available "when he gets home 
about 2:40 - 3:00 in the morning--sleeps to about 10:00 - 
11:00 aem. The Chief continued "where there were three cases 
of dog bite, there was a question who was the owner of the dog. 
"Best time for restraining dogs has been my experience, from 
ten (10) to twelve (12) days." 


The Chief then told the Board that he wants to procure a copy of a Framingham 
paper relative to dogs--"it is an ordinance with relation to dogs which 


congregate in school yards."

In my capacity as a Notary Public in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, I will now administer an oath to all those 
who are going to testify before this Board in this Hearing. 
So, therefore, will you all please stand again, raise your 


right hand, and swear to God to tell the whole truth, nothing 


but the truth, so help you God. The records show you are 
duly sworn in. 


As [I outlined earlier, I will read our initial communication 
concerning this matter and official report issued by the 
Building Inspector, and then we will hear from the complain- 
ants, and then hear from the owners. The Board of Select- 
men received a copy of this letter directed to the Building 
Inspector: 


"Dear Mr. Walcott: This letter is to report flagrant 
violation of the Southboro Zoning By-Laws. The B& B 
Realty Trust, -owners of property and buildings on Deerfoot 
Road, Southboro, Mass. are allowing their property and 
building to be used in violation of the residential zoning 
for this area. A heavy construction business is conducted 


at this location. The property is being used for the repairs 


and storage of large, heavy construction equipment. Repairs 


on this equipvment take place on any day of the week including 


Sundays, and at any hour between 6 a. m. and 10 p.m. In 
addition to the storage and repair of construction equipment, 
the building and land are used for warehouse storage of 
machinery parts, lubricants, building suvolies, junk, and 

at times th.: storage of disabled motor vehicles. We, the 
undersigned, respectfully request that corrective action be 
taken by your office so that these illegal conditions will 
promptly cease and desist.' 


Signed by 12 residents of the area. 


Thereafter, this came under the Board of Selectmen in their capacity as the 


4oning Board. 


We received on April 5, 1969, a report from Harold W. Walcott, the Building 


Inspector: 


"Gentlemen: JI inspected the property owned and occupied by 
the B & B Realty Trust on Deerfoot Road, Southboro, Mass. 
In the yard area, I noted two piles of junk. One pile con- 
sisted of old tractor treads and the bucket and arm of a 
backhoe, the other pile-was miscellaneous equipment parts, 


steel, etc...f also noted about a cord and half of fire wood,

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a large tank and a club house built by the children of the 
neighborhood. 


My survey of the building showed that an antique automobile 
was stored in one bay of a three car garage, the other two 
bays were used to store lumber and prefabricated units used 

in the home building trades, (new windows, doors and door 
frames) there also was some staging and a few large horses. 
The main building houses offices and a repair shop. At the 
time of my visit there was one small crawler tractor, one 
truck tractor and an earth mover. The earth mover was being 
inspected and greased, it has since been moved to the job site 
where it will stay most of the summer. The street side of the 
main building is a loading dock which was built by the previous 
owner of the property, B & B Realty have stacked blocks around 
the dock to screen it from the street, but a pick-up body does 
stick out of one end of the’ dock. 


Mr. John Bartolini stated that now the snow was gone they could 
police the area and remove the junk to the dump, he does not 
want to tear down the club house the boys built, but will if 
it-is necessary. Mr. Bartolini also said that any equipment 

or machinery that may be stored or worked on in the building 

or on the grounds is the property of B & B Realty Trust, and 
that they do not work on Sunday. And as they keep some of their 
sporting equipment in the building they and their friends do 
some times meet in the office on Sunday, but it not to do any 
work. ! 


Thereafter on Avril 6, 1969, we received a further letter from Harold 
W. Walcott, Building Inspector: 


"Gentlemen: I spoke with Mr. John Bartolini of the B& B 
Realty Trust concerning the Zoning of their property on 
Deerfoot Road. In his judgment that area is zoned for business. 
He contends that Sealtest used the land and buildings as a 
truck terminal, prior to and after 1955 and that they never 
abandoned the area.' 


Mrs. Burke, if you want to examine these you may feel free=-to do so. Now 

I would like to hear from the complainants and please keep your remarks to 
factual.observations. We do not want to hear any hearsay, but just what 
you have observed, as with respect to the activity on this project. 


Mr. Nolan: Mr. Chairman, I feel first that since the don ding Inspector 
has opened the door in a guotation from Mr.,Bartolini as to the 
purpose of th: right that he has to conduct a business, I feel 
that he will have to go and tell more than just the activities 
that take place on the premises, and with your permission, Mr. 
Chairman, I would like to do so. 

Chairman: Okay, if you would address yourself to that one particular 
question. 
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Mr. Nolan: Mr. Chairman, do you have a copy of the Zoning By-Law of June 
1955 of the Town of Southborough? 


Chairman: I dos JI have it in our possession, but not right here. Mr. Nolan 
1s there any particular section you would like us to read? 


Mr. Nolan: Yes, I would like to read pagescsccecccccccccecccce 


Mr. Nolan: 'Mr. Chairman, Members of the Board and Department Heads and 
fellow Townspeople: Deerfoot Road between Main Street, and Flagg 
was classified by the Southboro Zoning By-Laws of June,1955, as 
Class Ae Residential Zoning: There was one piece of property 
which was allowed to exist under a non-coforming use, and Mr. 
Chairman, I would like you to read the definition of a non-confornme- 
ing use, and Mr. Chairman, I would like yeu to read the definition 
of a non-conforming use, page 10"'", (Here Chairman Swartwood read 
aloud Section 7, Non-conforming Uses, Paragraph 2. Extension, 
Paragraph 4, Abandonment, and Paragraph 5, Changes) 


Mr. Nolan: " Now then, this property in question is known as the Deerfoot pro- 
perty and this was a milk plant prior to 1955. Therefore, it was 
allowed to continue its existence as a milk plant. The facts are, 
as I have been able to develop, this property in question which 1s 
no more than 1.4 of an acre, that is the total piece of property 
that we are talking about here. This property was originally owned 
by the General Ice Cream Corporation and in 1956 through a merger 
became National Dairy Products Company, also known as Sealtest. 
This company continued the operation until December 1959. With 
the coming of December of 1959, all operations on the property on 
Deerfoot ceased.e Every employee, all the pieces of equipment inside, 
everything concerning with the milk business left. And it went 
down to 121 Meadow Street, Framingham. All business ceased and in 
January of 1961 the Board of Selectmen in Southboro, Massachusetts 
wrote a letter to the now owners which were United Farmers of New 
England and advised them that this property was no longer business, 
that it was now out of the nonconforming use, and it reverted back 
to an abandoned piece of property. Mr. Chairman, will you again 
read that 'Abandonment'. 


Chairman Swartwood: ‘Abandonment (Sect. VII. Paragraph 4.): A nonconforming 
use which has been discontinued for a period of more than 
one year shall not be reestablished and any future use 
shall conform with this by-law.'

"Changes (Sect. VIII. Para. 5): One changed to a conform- 
ing use no structure or land shall be permitted to revert 
to a nonconforming use.'

Therefore, we have the next point. We have the Selectman, or 
some Board, or maybe it was a committee, in the Town of Southboro 
start negotiating with United Farmers of New England to buy this 
property for a highway garage. In March 1961 the Town Meeting 
of Southboro voted on an article to purchase this land for a 
highway garage. I am sure the Selectmen could give us the exact 
vote but I understand it almost unanimous that they didn't want 
to buy it for the highway. It was the people of this town who 
showed that they did not want a garage up in that area.. The 
next happening on this property was the purchase of the property 
by John A. and Leo F. Bartolini......of B & B Realty Trust. 

-The B& B Realty Trust knew that thev purchased this property as 
residential vroperty. They knew that the town wouldn't allow a 
highway garage there. They knew that they wouldn't allow Henry 
Norton to buy it for a truck terminal. ‘Soa we have this land 
abandoned from December 1959 even up to the purchase by the 
Bartolinis, or rather the B ®& B Realty Trust. 


Swartwood: Mr. Nolan, when was that purchased?

The Bartolinis purchased it on Mav 12, and it was recorded on 
May 17, 1961. 


Mr. Chairman, I feel that the fact indicated an abandoment of this 
property, that there is definately a violation of the zoning 

taken place because the land in 1961 reverted back to the intend- 
ed zoning which is residential. I feel I would like vou to read 
Section VIII Administration on Page 10, the 'mnforcement'? 


(Paragraph 1): 


Swartwood read said section stated above,

Mr. Chairman, The treatment of declaration of trust of the B&B 
Realty Trust certifies property. It states 'Whereas John A. 
Bartolini in Fayville in the County of Worcester, in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, and Leo F. Bartolini also of said Fayville 
in the County of Worcester and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, have 
this day associated themselves together for the purpose of forming 
a real estate trust to be known as the B ®& B Realty Trust and have 
appointedsaid John A. Bartolini and Leo F, Bartolini as Trustees 
thereof.’ I am going to skip down to the purvnose of this trust. 
‘The vurpose for which this trust is formed, and the nature of 

the business to be conducted and carried on by it are as follows: 
to purchase or otherwise acquire, lease, hold, own, improve, develop, 
sell or otnerwise alienate or dispose of real estate, interests of 
all kinds in real estate and morteages, real estate in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, also in the personal property, rights, 
privileses.... of every nature and description.’

Mr. Nolan: I will point out that the reristration number of this truck is 
BO0471.. The truck is not registered to B & BR Realty Trust. ‘The 
truck 1s registered to the individual whose name not televhone 
number appears on the front of that nicture. Name: Leo F. Bartolini, 
Oak Hill road, Fayville. Not Deerfoot Road. In addition to this 
enuipment, the Bartolini Brothers have two nickuns (Fords), on of 
which the green body un there came off of one of them, which means 
that there was mechanical work done on the nremises. They have a 
1956 Dodge dump truck, blue. The dump truck, Mass. registration 
No. B90168, This truck is not owned by B & B Realty Trust. This 
truck is owned by John A. Bartolini, not at Deerfoot Road, Oak Hill 
Road, Fayville. Certified cony from the Reristry. 


Mr. Swartwood: This is exhibit 2. 


Mr. Nolen: In addition, the B ®% B who are not reneral contractors, they are a 
realty trust. But this is the enuipment that is on Deerfoot Road 
property. They have a flathed, three of them, which thev use to 
carry D-8, D=-6, a steamshovel, a Case 540, a frontend loader, a D-4 
the reristration No. on this trailer is T68489. This is not recist 
ered to the R & B Realty Trust. This is registered to Leo F. 
Bartolini. It is my understanding that the B & B Realty Trust is a 
separate entity, that Leo F. Bartolini is a separate entity, and 
that John is a separate one. In other vords, I have already named 
three different neople who are oneratine out of here and I come 
up with the name of Bartolini Brothers, for another one. What does 
the B& BR Realty Trust do? 


: They develop land. 


Mr. Nolan: “hat can you develop on 1.4 acres under Class A Residential. zonines? 
You can't get two acre house lots on it. The B & B Realty Trust 
owns land in Southboro, has developed homes in Southboro on or off 
Latisquama Road. McNeil Drive, I believe, is one of the streets. 
They own land on Parkerville Road. They own land in many other 
places in the town. They have built homes...I am trying to bring 
out that this magnitude in outside construction other than what is 
taking place on Deerfoot Road is bringing up the business aspect. 
They are storing this equipment which I have alleged. They are 
storing wood. They don't have wood delivered in a little pickup 
truck. 


Mr. Swartwood: I find it relevant. 


Mr. Nolan: They have wood delivered by lowbed trucking. I don't know if you 
have ever seen a lowbed trucking truck, but they are enormous, 
flatbed trailers. They must carry enough plywood to build two 
houses. This material is stored on their property on Deerfoot Road. 
Then it is transported to the vaious sections of the town. If this 
wouldn't be a business, it is a warehouse. In addition to this, 
Bartolini Brothers general contractors, repair equipment. Mr. 
Chairman, I would like to show you a piece of equipment that was 


repaired on April 5, 1969.

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Mr. Swartwood: Mrs. Burke, do you want to see this? 


Mr. Nolan: This piece of equipment arrived on the premises on about 
8:20 aem. and left somewhere about 6 pem. This piece of equipment 
was greased while the Building Inspector was there and it is re- 
flected in his report. Upon the Building Inspector leaving the 
premises, a welding truck came in. 


Mr. Swartwood: This will be admitted as Exhibit 3. 


Mr. Nolan: The welding truck came in, and by the time the Building 
Inspector left....l2 o'clock, when I am told by me wife that the 
welding truck left, they were working with the welder. That 
afternoon, a small bulldozer.... 


Mr. Swartwood: Mr. Nolan, is this something you actually saw ? 
Mr. Nolan: Yes. 


Mr. Nolan: A small...eleft the yard on the flatbed. This will be veri- 
fied by .ecoe like testimony, Mrs. Nolan. 


Mr. Swartwood: Is this a picture you took? 
Mr. Nolan: I didn't take this photo. This is a picture of the machine. 


Mr. Swartwood: Are you submitting that? Is the person who took it 
here? 


> I took it. 
Mr. Swartwood: Mrs. Burke, do you want to see this? This is exhibit 4. 


Mr. Nolan: This piece of equipment is not owned by B & B Realty Trust. 
It is owned by Bartolini Brothers, General Contractors of Fayville. 
Work on Sundays. I am going to show another piece of equipment 
that is being unloaded on Sunday. This is a box, a green box. 


Mr. Swartwood: Mrs. Burke, do you want to see this? This will be 
exhibit 5. 


Mr. Nolan: The Bartolini Brothers, general contractors, in addition, 


they have several large bulldozers. And by large, I mean D-8, D-6. 

I would say he had a minimum of three. Bartolini General Contractors 
have worked in Hyannis, Mass., building a golf course in Framingham, 
175 Millwood Street, this was in 1968. 
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Mrs. Burke: I think he is getting a little far afield. I don't know what bear- 
ing the Bartolini Brothers equipment have in Hyannis or in Framingham. And 
the Bartolini Brothers, John Bartolini individually and separately have 
a right to engage in any lawful enterprise. I don't think it has any 
bearing in this case. I don't think it is relevant. I don't think he 
should be allowed to be wandering. 


Mr. Swartwood: Address yourself just to this particular point. 


Mr. Nolan: Yes. Mr. Chairman, in a letter of petition we wrote that the B& B 
Realty Trust were allowing their premises to be used in a Zoning Violation 
and therefor I feel that this is relevant. 


Mr. Swartwood: I think what is relevant is the activity that goes on,on the 
property. You have indicated in your testimony thus far the number of 
individuals or corporations or somebeody d/b/a a certain business has 
been on this property. I think that is sufficient, the fact that they are 
in business in other places, I don't think is relevant, so I'll exclude it. 


Mr. Nolan: Activity in the front of this-on Monday, March 31, 1969, Bartolini, 
I can't say Bartolini,there was work being done on the premises until 9:30 
P. M., lights were on, noise was audible. |

Chairman: Mr. Dezarn, will you address your questions to the Chairman. I find, 
I think it is up to Counsel for B & B to cross examine Mr. Nolan when he 
is through.

Chairman Swartwood: Now, Mr. Nolan, Mr. Dezarn has asked a question... if the 
owners do not have any objection, do you want to answer his question? 


Mr. Nolan: What was the question again? 


Mr. Dezarn: On this specific date do you know the particular individuals who 
were there, were the Bartolini brothers, or who was on the property after 
the hours of darkness with the lights on? 


Mr. Nolan: Sir, I did not go on the premises, I lived directly across the street 
from this property, I viewed it with my naked eye. 


Mr. Swartwood: The answer to that is you don't know who it:was, just activity. 
Mr. Nolan: I have to assume that it was an employee or------- 
Mr. Swartwood: You can tell us that there was activity there? 


Mr. Nolan: I can tell you that there was work going on. On 4/1/69, business 
was being conducted in the barn, lights on, until 9:45 P.M. On Wednesday 
April 2nd, 1969...e.cececeeseeewas the loading of a piece of equipment into 
Leo Bartolini's pick-up truck. It appeared to me to be either an engine 
or a pump. Mr. Chairman, on Monday, December 9, 1968,...... there was a 
large trailer load of wood to the premises. On the same date a large earth 
remover came in. That was 1968. On Sunday, March 2nd, 1969, many cars in 


the yard (8 to 12 cars). Working on the roof of a bulldozer between the 
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hours of three and five P. M. Leo Bartolini and, I believe, a son. 


(Here Mr. Nolan was questioned as to whether or not Mr. Nolan meant hours 
8 to 12 or cars). 


Mr. Nolan: Cars. There was also a sound which appeared to be drilling or 
sanding. Roof work on the bulldozer was in the afternoon. (Here he 
was again questioned if it was on a Sunday). 


Mrs. Burke: Were people in these cars? Did they drive in or were they parked 
there or what? He said there were cars there, 8 to 12 of them, 
parked in the yard. Did he see them go in, did he see them being 
driven in? 


Mr. Nolan: Yes, Mrs. Burke, I saw them come in and out. Drive in, stop, 
leaving. Mr. Chairman, I feel that there is a definite violation 
on the premises, I feel that this Board should have enough evidence 
so that the B & B Realty Trust will be asked or ordered to vacate 
the premises within thirty (30) days. 


Chairman Swartwood: Would anyone like to add to what Mr. Nolan said by way 
of a complaint? 


Mr. Weyand: John E, Weyand, 28 Deerfoot Road, we have lived there some six 
years. The condition which Mr. Nolan has described is,to the 
best of my knowledge, has been going on the entire time we have 
lived there, and I think anybody in the neighborhood or any of the 
townspeople driving up and down Deerfoot Road would have one time 
or another noticed similar activity. 


Mr. Swartwood: That's fine. Mrs. Burke, do you have any questions, anybody 
else, would like to be heard with respect to the activity ? 
Yes, Sir, would you please state your name and address. 


Mr. Ramsdell: Mr. Ramsdell, I own property on 26 Deerfoot Road. I feel that 
the B & B Realty Trust is conducting a business or allowing it 
to be conducted on their property on Deerfoot Road in violation 
of the Zoning By-Laws, and I am here tonight to request the 
Selectmen to act under the Zoning By-Laws to have this business 
removed from the propertyeecee 


Chairman Swartwood: Mr. Ramsdell, do you have anything to add by way of facts 
with respect to the activity or do you just want to make 
this statement for the record? 


(Here Mr. Ramsdell repeated what he had said previously with respect to his 
living on Deerfoot Road for one year, that he had witnessed the Mac uae ed that 
was going on over there....eeee) 


Chairman Swartwood: Mrs. Burke----anyone else, any other complainant to be 
heard? Mrs. Burke do you have any other questions you 
would like to ask of any of the previous speakers? 


Mrs. Burke: I just want to ask Mr. Nolan, do you intend to leave the meeting 
with the feeling that all of these pieces of equipment which you 
Saw going in and never came out? 
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Mr. Nolan: Mrs. Burke, I am not an attorney, and I don't know whether you 
are poking fun at me. 


Mrs. Burke: I am being serious. 


Chairman Swartwood: Mr. Nolan, just answer the question. 


Mrs. Burke: I would like that stricken from the record. I object to what 
people feel they saw and have an opinion as to whether they think 
it is business conducted but I do object to your anticipating the 
operation of these people. | 


Mr. Nolan: ....machinery going out, machinery coming back in, and so on. 


Chairman Swartwood: Mrs. Burke, do you have anything you would like to say at 
this point? 


Mrs. Burke: The information that has been received here tonight, it is my 
opinion and the opinion of my client, that this does not con- 
stitute the operation of a business on this particular parcel of 
property. There has been approximately 5 instances where notations 
were made that work was being done on the premises...I submit to 
your Board that this B & B Realty has owned this property after it was 
stated by Mr. Nolan since 1961. Mr. John Bartolini is a member of the 
Trust and is a Trustee and he is also at the present time a member 
of the Board of Health....the Zoning By-Laws and the Laws of the 
Town of Southborough and I think that he, in the operation of this 
building,. is aware that he must conform under the rules and 
regulations and Zoning By-Laws of the Town. I do not feel and 
my clients do not feel that the mere operation or the conduct of 
repairs of their own equipment at miscellaneous times and not 


regularly constitutes the operation of a business. They have no 
office there. They sell nothing there.....The report of the 


Building Inspector confirms that there were not too many things 

in the building at the time. I feel that the fact the truck which 
has the name of Bartolini Brothers on it which goes into the yard 
for the purpose of bringing in pieces of equipment....is not the 
operation of a business. In fact, the information which Mr. Nolan 
gave which shows that Bartolini Brothers, John and Leo...shows that 
B & B is not conducting a business. 


I am not exactly sure of the point which Mr. Nolan is trying to 
bring out when he said ‘What can be developed on 1.4 acres’. I 
assume he is saying that the purpose of the trust is not being 
carried out on that 1.4 acres...substantiates the fact that they 
are not conducting a business on that 1.4 acres. I also feel 
that some of his observation, while I'm sure he has been fair in 
making them, may or not be as factual as he indicated for the 
reason that he has indicated that he was sometimes 400 feet 

when he said it was a pump or a motor. Maybe you can identify 
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those objects from 400 feet. I rather question whether you 
can determine what exactly is carried in and out at the 
distance of 400 feet. I feel that this company has been a 
company which has been in business in the town of southborough 
and elsewhere, has never had any problems, has always carried 
on a business in a manner which has been both lawful and has 
been a credit to the Town of Southborough. I do not consider, 
as they do not consider, that this building which they have a 
right to use, they must have some rights in it other than to 
pay the taxes on it and they are using it at different times 
for small amounts of equipment. In other words, so far as I 
can determine from the Bartolinis, at any given time for any 
more than a short period, there are no more than two pieces 
of equipment but an old car which is a Packard which is 
actually...stored in there. There is nothing in the office. 
There are no records. There are no sales conducted in this 
business. The only thing that they do at miscellaneous times, 
and not at reqular intervals, is to make repairs on some of 
the equipment that is here. And they do not have all their 
equipment in this area. The major portion of their equipment 
is elsewhere. 


Question: Mrs. Burke made a statement that neither she nor her client 
believed that any violations has taken place. May I ask who 
the client is? 


Mrs. Burke: B & B Realty. This is a hearing as I understand it. 


Question: Mrs. Burke indicated....1 thought I heard you say ‘in this 
business they only do a certain amount of work’. Could I 
have the article, covering what a residential area is, read 
please? 


Mr. Swartwood: This is rather a lengthy matter. The Chairman read the 
section, Section IV, Subsection 1 and 2. 


John I would like to ask whether they're admitting that this is 
residential land. 


Mrs. Burke: I doubt if there is any question about it. 


John : That's very important here. It was bought.....residential 
land. There's no question of this being business. Not for 
formal use. 


Mrs. Burke: I'm not going to argue that point tonight, because there is 
some question in my mind as to actually whether it was..... 
It has to be residential....My contention is...the usage to 
which this building is put does not constitute the operation. 
of a business or is in violation. I wonder if it is permissable to ask

first of all I want to make two observations. One is, I just didn't 
want it left in the record that when Mr. Nolan implied that there 
are offices which are used. The building is so designed that it 
does include an area which was used as an office at one time.

Mr. Swartwood: Mr. Nolan, after Mrs. Burke has finished her statement you have

Mrs. Burke: I understood Mr. Nolan to say that there were offices in the building 
and I want to make it clear for the record that the offices are 
located there, because the building is so designed for office space, 
but such office space is not being used by the B & B Realty Trust to 
conduct their business. The second observation I would like to 
make is this: The mere facts that lights were on indicate that 
work is being performed. I understand from the B & B Realty that 
they often leave their lights on for protection reasons. Secondly, 
I would like to ask if it were possible for you to ask Mr. Walcott, 
the Building Inspector, if the two reports that he made are the 
only times that he went upon the premises. 


Mr. Swartwood: Mr. Walcott, did you hear the question? 
Mre Walcott: Yes, I did. I have been on the premises... 


Mrs. Burke: Were your observations the same as on the other occasions or similar. 
In other words, that you did not find an excessive amount of equip- 
ment on the premises? 


Mr. Walcott replied but his testimony was inaudible. 


Mr. Nolan: I would just like the record to show that I made no reference of 
the offices on the premises. I have never been inside that building. 


Mr. Swartwood: Mr. St. Maurice, would you like to address the Board. 
Mr. St. Maurice: Mr. St. Maurice, former Selectmen of the Town of Southborough. 


Mr. St. Maurice: There are actual records in the Selectmen's Bond that will tell 
you exactly what occurred. On December 31, 1959 United Farmers 
transferred all the property, locked the door, and evacuated 
and abandoned the premises. This is a fact which should be 
in the records. On January 4, 1961 and thereafter the Board 
of Selectmen informed United Farmers that the property had been 
reverted back to residential. At that time we were concerned 
with our highway garage, or Town Shed. Officers of the town, 
the Board of Selectmen approached the United Farmers in 
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Saxonville to acquire the property. Options were attempted to be 
taken by the Board of Selectmen to hold this property because they 
could no longer use it for business nor could they sell it for 
business property. It was abandoned. In 1958 we had complaints 
on that street because trailer trucks were coming from Needham 
and were stored in the yard and refirgerated trucks all night. 

We had hearings with the Board of Selectmen of the excessive 
noise. There was no use of the building by this milk company. 
When United Farmers bought the business, they transferred it to 
Saxonville and on December 31, the delivery trucks and the office 
equipment and personnel moved to Saxonville. The doors were 
locked that evening on December 13, 1959. In January 4, 1961, 
over a year had transpired and conformed to Chapter 4 of Section 
7 of the Zoning By-Laws. The Board of Selectmen informed them 
they could conduct no business nor could they sell the property 
for a business activity. We then proceeded in February, with 

the Board of Selectmen, as they couldn't sell it, couldn't use it, 
they didn't want it, the Board of Selectmen decided they could 
buy it for $5,500.00 and there should be a letter of agreement in 
the Selectmen's Office. They couldn't use it so we had a chance. 
We had an Article, Article 27, on March 13, 1961 Town Meeting, to 
acquire the property. That article was defeated. Article 28 was 
a motion for the money. It was dismissed because we didn't get 
Article 27 through. On May 17, it was purchased by B & B.Realty 
with all this knowledge and understanding. There is no reason. 
If any dispute is brought out about the use of the property, Il 
would like to have you read on Page 5, Section 2, paragraph f. 


Mr.swartwood: This is where certain uses are permitted as determined by the 
Board of Appeals neither detrimental nor offensive to the 
neighborhood and Section f. is re private garage for storage 
of more than 3 motor vehicles or more than 1 truck. 


Mr. St. Maurice: Did they have a hearing from the Board of Appeals and got a 
permit to store more than is permitted in paragraph F. of 
section 2 of page 5 of the zoning By-Laws? The records 
should determine if they are still on file that this was 
reverted back to residential and must conform 100% to 
all the rules and regulations of this By-Law and you are 
administrated under Section VIII, the first three lines. 

If there is any dispute on this, or any question, I would be 
glad to answer if because I was there during all of it. 


Mr. Swartwood: Thank you Mr. St. Maurice. Mrs. Burke, do you know if there 
is in existénce a special permit with respect to this property.

The 
plywood, the wood that ¢ame in on that particular truck, as lI 
understand it as Mr. Nolan stated it, was plywood which wnet in 
there and stayed only long enought so that they could keep it 
under the weather and then took it out and used it. 


Does the Bartolini Brothers Corporation or the B & B Realty Trust 
have a place of business? 


They run it from their homes...Oak Hill Road. All their business 
is conducted..eehis wife does some of his typing and billing. There 
is absolutely no business done there as far as operation is con- 
cerned. And the entity as far as the Bartolini Brothers is...e. 
which is separate and part of the trust, and the individuals have 
ownership of various vehicles which actually are theirs. They are 
not part of the trust property.

I think your last letter of infor- 
mation to this corporation was they'd better dlean up the area 
and take off vehicles on the platform and remove all...and put it 
inside. We said it was not permissable...more than one piece of 
equipment is allowed unless you appear before the Board of Appeals. 
There have been three hearings. This is the third one, complaining 
about stockpiling, excessive use of vehicles in a residential zone 
and excessive noise at irregular times. This has come up before 
the Board before. ... It is a nonconforming use and it can't do 
this business according to the zoning by-laws. It can't do any 
business. Can't keep any more than one truck. 


Mrs. Russell Newman: I should like to ask for purpose of information, since 
Mr. Leo Bartolini and John of B & B have a brother, Mr. Louis 
Bartolini on the Board of Selectmen--I think Mr. Bartolini 
(Louis) is not in conflict of the law if he sits on the 
decision. 


Chairman Swartwood: Mr. Bartolini has in the past, and I am sure plans in the 
future, to disqualify himself when it comes to a vote. 


Mr. Swartwood further stated that there is no legal conflict as far as Selectman 
Bartolini is concerned, that he (Bartolini) has no legal interest in any real 
estate trust, any partnership or joint venture, that he (Bartolini) has had the 
policy of disqualifying himself whenever a situation arose. Mr. Swartwood further 
stated, to all present, after making sure that everyone who wished to be heard, was 
heard, that the Board would review this matter, make a decision and notify the 
owners of the property in question, and sending a copy of the Board's decision to 
Mr. G. Lloyd Nolan. Mr. Swartwood's last statement to the group was: "I want the 
records to show that I don't agree with all the dates that have been given 

relative to activities."

Mr. Rodier, I received a letter, dated April 7, 1969, addressed to me 

from Mrs. Arthur Lamy. ‘After conversing with you this evening we are giving 

you an account of what occurred this morning when our daughter was bitten 

by a dog owned by Richard Rodier of 2 Atwood Road, Southboro. Our two 
children, Kathleen age four years, and Kevin, age 3 years, were playing in 
our yeard near the back door. At approximately 11:30 a. m. Kathleen 

cried out. I went out immediately and she was running away from the dog 

which was just behind her. Her right eye was swollen and bleeding and 

she had an open wound on her left cheek. I took her to our pediatrician 

at once for treatment. Upon returning from the doctor's office, I went 
“to the police station and eos Chief Mattioli the report. We appreciate 
your concern in this matter.' 


Thereafter, we requested a report from the Chief of Police, dated April 
7, 1969, 12:30 poem. ‘Mrs. Lamy reported that at 11:30 a. m. 4/7/69 her 

4 year old daughter was bitten by a black dog belonging to Rodier family 
who live on Atwood Road. The Kodier's children come to her yard to play 
with her children. Their dog comes with them. Mrs. Lamy usually sends 
them home because this dog has nipped children in neighborhood guring 
past year. Today this same dog bit her daughter Kathleen Lamy 4 years on 
the left cheek and above the right eye. She took her daughter to Sudbury 
Medical Center where Dr. John Healy treated the wounds. I called Sereno 
Johnson (12.40 peame) and reported incident to him. He said he would go 
down to Rodier's this afternoon and quarantine the dog.' 


We asked for a report from the Dog Officer. His reply (dated 4/10/69) 
is ‘At this time this situation concerns the Animal Inspector (Sereno 
Johnson) as a dog bite case. I did not contact both parties for my 
information and records.' signed Charles Hamel. 
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Mr. Rodier, and Mrs. and Mrs. Lamy, both of you have the right to be 
represented by counsel. This is a Hearing pursuant to Chapter = 
L140, Section 157 and I am going to read the Chapter to you. 


Mrs. Lamy, you wrote us this letter, now it is required that you 
testify under oath, you have been placed under oath, would you then 
give the Board of Selectmen the circumstances, what is involved, 
what you saw on this day. 


Mrs. Lamy:. On the day in question, my children were playing in my yard. The 
The Rodier’ children were there, also, playing with my children. The dog I did 
not see at first. After I heard my daughter Kathleen cry out, I went oUtecee 
As I said, her eye was swollen, her left eye was swollen and bleeding and she 
had an open wound on her - it was her right eye that was swollen and bleeding - 
and the open wound on her left cheek. I told the Rodier child to take the 
dog home and I took my daughter to the pediatrician immediately.

Chairman Charles B. Swartwood III: Ladies and Gentlemen, we normally hold our 
meetings in the Selectmen's Office, and they are open to the public. As

so we are holding our meeting here (in the Lower Town Hall). I under- 
stand on the radio and in the newspapers there has been some publication 
or communication to the fact that there was going to be a Hearing 
tonight.

At this time I had no knowledge of any reduction other than 
from my Chief stating that the Board was considering reduction and I 
asked him on three or four different occasions for what reason and 
at this time no reason was given to me. I understand there is a State Law 
97A Chapter 41 that I am covered by that as far as this reappointment 
goes. What I would like goes. What I would like to have the Board of 
Selectmen, if they could, on a decision that was made by them, why this 
reduction was made. 


Chairman Swartwood: By way of information, under Chapter 41, 97A which this 

Town has accepted, the Board of Selectmen annually make appointments 

_ consisting of a Police Chief and other officers and they designate the 

officers. Normally it has been, call it tradition in this town, to- 
request not only the Police Department, the Fire Department, Civil 
Defense, even other Boards, the recommendation of either the ranking 
Board member, the Chairman, or the head of the town department, for 
example the Police Chief in this instance, and the Fire Chief, or the 
Civil Defense Director. the Chief of Police discussed your appointment, 
and we are talking about Mr. Baker as an appointment not a reappointment. 
His recommendation to us was that you be appointed as a patrolman. There 
was further discussion as to the conditions of this appointment which, 
I believe, have been discussed with you. It might possibly be pro - 
bationary. At a meeting with the Polcie Chief we, of course, inquired 

of him his reasons for making this recommendation. He cited quite frankly 
about four or five. Right now, I didn't know exactly what you were goind 
to ask us.» The Police Chief is not here. I want to ask him before I 

say anything here about whether or not he would like to make a comment 

as to his grievance, whether or not he would like to have us comment on 
those reasons or whether in the alternative, we decide upon talking to 
him whether we in fact will, regardless of what he says, divulge those 
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reasons. Right now, we are not prepared for this question, quite frankly. 
In my conversation with you I thought there was some question as to the legal- 
ity of 97A and this is what I was prepared for. 


Selectman Robert C. Dumont: 


It is appropriate for us to discuss the matter of the reasons for this 
decision with the individual who made the recommendations. 


Mr. Baker: I was not present when these things were said .... 


Mr. Swartwood: As a matter of fact, Mr. Baker, we were in Executive Session 
when these discussions took place. 


Selectman, Louis J. Bartolini: Mr. Baker, you have no knowledge whatsoever why 


you were reappointed as an officer instead of a Sargeant? 
Mr. Baker: No, I don't. 
Mr. Bartolini: You have no recollection of being before this Board before? 
Mr. Baker: On one occasion in the last four years. 
Mr. Bartolini: Very recently? 
Mr. Baker: I would say about two months ago regarding a citizen's complaint. 
Mr. Bartolini: Right. 


Mr. Baker: I will say this. It was allegedly that I had threatened an 
individual. 


Mr. Swartwood: I will talk to the Police Chief and I will call you and tell 
you what he says as to whether he is going to divulge the reasons, and 
there are reasons, there is no question about it. We are not trying to 
play cat and mouse here. 


Mrs. Baker: Why isn't Chief Mattioli here? 
Mr. Swartwood: Mrs. Baker, this appointment was requested by Freddie. uite 


frankly, from what I thought it was going to involve, I didn't think 
- 1t was necessary to ask the Chief. 


Mr. Bartolini: In the letter, Mr. Baker asked for a meeting with the Board of 
Selectmen. He didn't ask for a meeting with the Chief of Police. That is 


the reason the Chief isn't here tonight. If he had asked for a joint 
Meetings. »cce 7 


Mr. Swartwood: (In answer to someone asking if there would be an open hearing 


later, Mr. Swartwood replied:) There is no Hearing involved. I will 


communicate the answer of the Chief of Police and this Board to Mr. Baker, 
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and Mr. Baker upon receiving that answer can request either a further 
appointment or make any request in relation thereto that he wants to. 
I want to finish what I said before. I don't think it is fair that 
we have a Chief Executive Officer of one of our departments and sit 
here and for us to undermine him. I think we ought to give him, at 
least I feel strongly, the opportunity to make a decision of whether 
he wants to make any comment publicly or whether he wants the Board 
to do it or what he wants to do, and then we can determine exactly 
what we'll do, I think it is only fair to the Chief of Police to 
give him the opportunity to make up his mind. It was his recommenda- 
tion and we went along with it. 


Mr. Baker: I think I should have been part of this Executive Session with 
the Chief of Police. I have acquired an attorney. Unfortunately 
he wasn't available at 8:15 this evening. 


Mr. Swartwood: When I talked to Mr. Baker earlier, we gave him an 
opportunity if he wanted to, to have his appointment continued until 
his lawyer could be here. 


Question: Is the Police Department actually carried on like an industry, 
where you as the owner of the industry can appoint a superintendent 
this week and next week fire him’? 


Mr. Swartwood: No, I cannot. Once someone is appointed to an office 
annually as we are required to by the Statute, after that if there 
is going to be any effect on that persons’ status as an employee, 
there would have to be a Hearing. 


Question: ...considered him as a Sergeant, considered him as another... 


Mr. Swartwood: We appoint annually ....oMr. Binder, we are required to make 
- annual appointments. There is no vested interest in any employee in 
this Town, unless it's granted by Statute or by the General Court. You 
know there are two employees in this Town--I can think of two right now, 
that have that protection. One happens to be the Chief of Police and 
I believe the other is the Fire Chief.....Just the Chief of Police: 
IT know the Chief of Police has been granted this tenure. That's the 
vested right in a job is the status of an employee. To my knowledge 
there is no other employee that has this vested right. 


(Here the buzzer drowned out some statements made by the public) 


Mr. Swartwood: At this point we have appointed one sergeant. We have not 
appointed another Sergeant. 


Question: Is this supposed to be a hearing? According to the paper this 
was supposed to be a hearing. Mr. Baker was supposed to present a pro 
and con why he was not going to be Sergeant any more. What is this 
all about? Why can't this be brought out into the open’ 
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April 22, 1969 


7:30 P.M. Present: Chairman Swartwood, Selectmen Dumont and Bartolini and 
Mr. Fred L. Baker, Town Accountant. 


7:38 P.M. Mr. Joseph F. Callaghan and Mr. Ulderic F. Hurley of the Advisory 
Committee are present, along with the Town Counsel, Walter F. White, 
Treasurer, and Miss Firmin, Secretary to the Board. 


Motion was duly made and seconded, and it was

8:05 P.M. Executive Session ended. 


.8:10 P.M. Mrs. Katherine Burrows, Director of Southboro Welfare Service Office 
| is now before the Board. The Board wanted to dispel rumors that the 
State is going to phase out Southboro's local office. Mr. Swartwood 
asked if there are any immediate plans. Mrs. Burrows stated that she 
had nothing definite to tell the Board as nothing definite has been 
told to her from the State. The original plan was to consolidate the 
local offices and it is still being contemplated. It could take any- 
where from one year to three years. Mrs. Burrows suggested the Board 
contact Mr. Gerald Nugent, Regional Director of the Worcester Regional 
Office. Mr. Swartwood said he would get in touch with Mr. Nugent. 
Mrs. Burrows stated that when consolidation takes place, Southboro people would 
have to go to Hudson, or Marlboro or wherever the new office is located, but that 
a Social Worker would be available to call on people. Mrs. Burrows agreed to 
notify the Board when she heard something more definite but believed that the State 
will contact us immediately when a decision has been reached. Mrs. Burrows 
mentioned that the State is a little behind in forwarding State funds to the town. 
The amount of $1,453.28 is due for reimbursement for medical assistance for 
August, September and December claims of 1968. The Federal money was forwarded, 
but not the State. 


8:30 P.M. Mr. Walter J. White, 32 Turnpike Road, Fayville, appeared before the 
Board. Mr. White presented a map of a private road he hopes the Town 
will accept. Surveying still needs to be done. There are four homes 
on the street. First part is tarred. The dirt part continues to Brook 
Lane (an accepted street). The present width of the private road is 
14 feet (the tarred end). Two abutters use Brook Lane and Mr. White is 
not sure whether they would be agreeable to having any of their land 
taken as this matter does not affect them. Mr. White stated that his 
primary purpose for getting the road accepted is for snow removal 
purposes. He also would appreciate street lights but is not insisting 

on having them put in. Mr. Louis Bartolini asked Mr. White if the townspeople 

voted to have all private ways plowed, would he still want his street accepted, 

if the fact of the street being plowed was his main concern. Mr. White answered, 

"Not necessarily, it's mainly for the plowing." 
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Selectmen suggested an Article be put in the Warrant of next March asking the 
Townspeople to vote to have all private ways plowed. Then Mr. White's street 
acceptance article could be placed immediately after. The Board of Selectmen 
asked Mr. White to wait before spending money on engineering fees until the 
Board talked to the Planning Board, the Board to notify Mr. White of the feeling 
of the Planning Board. 


VOTED: send a letter to Arthur H. MacKinnon, Director of Accounts, Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, Department of Corporations and Taxation, re Article 28 
of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of 1969, said letter to explain 
in detail why $720.88 was paid to William Onthank, former Tree Warden. 


VOTED: to send letter to Mr. Benjamin T. Eisenstadt, copies to go to the Rodiers 
and the Lamys, re Hearing on dog complaint brought by Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Lamy against Mr. and Mrs. Richard Rodier, stating a further Hearing will 
be held on May 6, 1969 at 8 P.M. 


Mr. John Costideo (Surveying Engineer) entered Selectmen's Office to talk to the 
Board re drainage problem on School Street. Mr. Costideo mentioned that he had 
with him two plans-- one for Woodland and Oregon Rds. and also one for Flagg Road. 
He stated that there is "no question that water does run down the Kiser driveway 
(11 School St.) and floods the back of their yard. The slope of the road, in his 
opinion, is the reason for this happening. Mr. Costideo looked at this situation 
pursuant to a telephone call from Town Counsel. Mrs. Kiser's lot line is "right 
on the edge of her driveway". There is no easement. "From a strictly engineering 
point of view,'' continued Mr. Costideo, "if an easement were to be had there, the 
most logical place for it would be in Cooper's (9 School St.) yard."' In Mr. 
Costideo's opinion, two basins are needed in front of the Kiser house, and two 
basins on the other side of Cooper's house, to stop the water from coming down 
from the Post Office. These basins would also give relief to other homes further 
down the street, according to Mr. Costideo. Mr. Costideo is to talk to Mr. Cooper 
and report to Mr. Swartwood. 


9:25 P.M. Mr. Arthur J. St. Maurice appeared before the Board. He complained 

re Framingham Road up towards E. Main Street, that "The banks are gone, 
the shoulders are gone and a lot of money has been spent on the banks, 
they have been seeded out of Town funds. They are broken down," etc. 
Mr. St.Maurice stated that a compressor has been stuck in the mud since 
last August and is on Town property. ''Framingham Road has been a mess 
for a year.'' He wanted to know when the Water Department would restore 
the part of the road they tore up to its original condition. 


The second subject Mr. St.Maurice brought up was the Town Dump. He asked Chairman 
Swartwood to read Article 24 of the Annual Town Meeting of March 11, 1963. Mr. 
Swartwood then proceeded to read said Article. 


Mr. St.Maurice asked three questions of the Board of Selectmen: "(1) On what 
authority has the School Committee the right to take, develop and use a portion 

of land in the Town Dump? (2) On what authority has the School Committee the right 
to spend school funds on land in the Town Dump for the purpose of constructing 

and developing such land to be used and to be under the control of the School 
Committee? (3) On what authority has the Board of Selectmen’ the right to transfer 
a portion of the land as part of the Town Dump to the School Committee--that 
portion of land in the Town Dump now getting constructed and developed and to 

be used and maintained by the School Committee with School Funds?" 
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Chairman Swartwood replied: "The School Building Committee came before this 
Board last year and asked us whether or not it would be possible for them 
to relocate the right-of-way they had contiguous to the land owned by the 

: Town for dump purposes for the purpose of developing this school area." 

The Selectmen gave the Committee a right-of-way to go across 20 feet of this 

land going into the school. The elevation of the property purchased by the School 

was such that on the northerly side it would cost the school and the town a 

considerable amount of money to develop that area. The 20 feet they are using 

would not be harmful to the dump. The part they are using is the part of the 
dump which has been closed over and is not being used for dumping purposes. This 
is a temporary right-of-way only. The Board of Selectmen intend to submit to 

the Townspeople at a Town Meeting an Article whereby they will grant an easement 

for access purpose to the school over this property. Mr. Swartwood explained 

that the Board of Selectmen has a right to grant a temporary right-of-way over 
land in this situation. This involves 20 feet on the northerly portion of this 
property and in no way diminishes the use of this dump whatsoever. Mr. Swartwood 
further explained that the School has the right to expend monies to develop its 
area and to develop this school. They need a road of access. They can expend 
this money for that purpose.

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Chairman Swartwood: This doesn't tell us much, frankly. So, I want to be very 
specific and without making any error, I have written down some of my 
thoughts as a result of our meeting with the Board of Selectmen and the 
Chief of Police. 


After the annual Town election in March, all elective boards re~organize 
and make their appointments. As you are aware from the Annual Town Report, the 
Selectmen make the bulk of all Town appointments, and pursuant to C. 41 Sec 97A 
Massachusetts General Laws Annotated this Board annually appoints members of the 
Police Department. These are annual appointments and, with the exception of the 
Chief, no officer or Sergeant has a vested interest in his position except during 
the year following his annual appointment. Once appointed, an officer or 
Sergeant or the Chief, for that matter, cannot be removed except after a hearing 
and for cause. Since I have been a member of the Board we have had only one 
such hearing and that was last December and involved Officer Baker. This 
hearing resulted in a strict warning to Officer Baker with respect to his conduct 
as a police officer. | 


Thereafter in early March, Mr. Baker again appeared before this Board at 
our request to report on the status of the Police Department during the Chief's 
absence. Officer Baker explained to the Board that he had been on sick leave 
and that he had been unable to work that and the prior week. However, before 
coming to the Selectmen's Office he had attended a party and, after leaving the 
Selectmen's Office, returned to the same party, and several nights during that 
prior week he was reported to be out and around Town. I personally spoke to 
Officer Baker after this meeting and warned him of the complaints we were 
receiving from people in Town with respect to his activity during the Chief's 
absence. We do not doubt that Officer Baker was sick; we only question his 
judgment in allowing himself to be subject to this type of criticism while he 
was in charge of the Department. 


In making our appointments, we always respect the recommendations of our 
department heads. When the Police Chief submitted his recommendations, we 
questioned him with respect to his reasons for appointing Mr. Baker as a regular 
police officer instead of a Sergeant. The following are his reasons: 


1. On December 8, 1968, then Sergeant Baker was in charge of the 
Department in the Chief's absence. An emergency arose and Mr. Baker could not 
be immediately reached. When he showed up, two hours later, he explained he 
had been on an investigation, but to this date no report of that investigation 
has been filed as is required by the Rules & Regulations of the Department. 

In fact, on numerous occasions when the Chief or other officers have attempted 
to contact Mr. Baker while off duty, they have been informed that he was on 

an investigation, but no reports of these investigations have ever been filed 
with the Police Chief. 


2. On March 12, 1969, then Sergeant Baker, while on duty, left the 
Town of Southborough to go to Framingham on an investigation. He took with 
him the only other officer on duty which left the Town without any police 
coverage during this period. He notified the answering service of his intended 
trip, but we feel he showed poor judgment in not leaving the other officer, who 
was with him, to cover the Town in his absence. 
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3- According to an executive order of the Chief, Mr. Baker 
was to submit monthly reports as to cruiser maintenance, which he has failed 
to do. This isn't an earthshaking omission of duty, but it is just another 
example of Mr. Baker ignoring an executive order from the Chief. 


After discussing these reasons with the Chief, the Board felt that Mr. Baker 
should be reprimanded, but in view of his past service and recognized ability as 
a police officer we also felt he should be appointed a police officer and in that 
capacity given an apportunity to prove that he was capable of holding a position 
of leadership in the Police Department. The Chief was then instructed to inform 
Mr. Baker that the following week he would be appointed a regular police officer, 
but after ninety days his appointment would be reviewed and, if his conduct 
warranted, he would be appointed a sergeant. 


It is our feeling that Mr. Baker's conduct was a challenge to the authority 
of the Rules and Regulations of the Police Department, and that if his activity 
was allowed to continue without reprimand, it would undermine the Chief's 
authority and deteriorate the morale of other officers in the Department. It 
was the feeling of this Board that the cumulative effect of Mr. Baker's conduct 
in a number of situations necessitated our taking action, and, contrary to rumors 
which I have heard, our action is not a political ploy to remove Mr. Baker from 
consideration for the Chief's job. The Chief is not planning to resign, and, 
even if he did, no officer would be automatically elevated to his job as his job 
would be filled by a competitive examination in which I would fully expect Mr. 
Baker to participate. You may disagree with our judgment, but I can assure you 
that our motives in taking this action were first to preserve morale in the 
Department by reprimanding an officer who had violated its Rules and Regulations 
and secondly to give Officer Baker an opportunity to prove that he was capable of 
remaining the excellent police officer he had been in the past. 


(Copies of this statement were given to Framingham News, Marlboro Enterprise 
and Worcester Telegram and Gazette correspondents.) 


Chief, do you have anything to add to this? 


Chief of Police, F. J. Mattioli: I still have faith in Mr. Baker. I received 
a letter on March 25 offered by the F.B.I. Police Management Supervision 
Course for Sergeants at Regional High School. I recommended that he 
go to the school. I received a call from Deputy Chief Warren J. Magrath 
of Wayland. He said he has been questioned by Agent-in-Charge Hanley 
of Wafton as to why I was sending a Patrolman. I told him that Officer 
Baker has been a Sergeant for three years and has been stepped down 
temporarily. He hasn't had any training in Police Management or 
Supervision or anything to do with a Sergeant's job prior to this 
time from the Southboro Police Department. I felt that he would soon 
be put back up to his original job as Sergeant. I thought he needed 
the experience in the school. Agent Hanley said under those circum- 
stances he would accept him into the school. Officer Baker did attend 
the school and spent the whole of last week, nine hours a day every 
day in school with Sergeant Beliveau. The class was composed of 
Sergeants and ChiefSeececene 


Chairman Swartwood: What about his actions since March? 
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Chief Mattioli: Since March, seems to be good--the old Sergeant Baker, you

Baker: I would like to say this on my own behalf re the sick leave. I 


believe it was the second week I did submit the doctor's certificate. 
As far as leaving the town goes, I explained this to the Chief, the 
circumstances involving this, and I feel at this time it is a Police 
problem and I don't care to discuss this in front of the people other 
than the fact of one thing. I assumed at the time that I got the call 
from Natick that it would be in the records and would'be believed and 
that the officer who was with me at the time to go to Natick to make 
the arrest and then to Westboro that it involved more than car..-My 
intention at that time from the phone call was to do this. And as you 
stated, in your own basic facts that you wrote up today, I did try

Mr. Eisenstadt: The first line of questioning I would like to go into 
is the circumstances surrounding the alleged biting of your 
daughter, Kathleen, Mrs. Lamy. Is it not true that the Rodier 
children have on many occasions in the past come into your yard 
to play with your children? 

Mrs. Lamy: Yes, it is. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: On those occasions, is it not true that their shepard 
dog, Shane, has accompanied the Rodier children? 


Mrs. Lamy: Yes. 

Mr. Eisenstadt: Is it not true, as well, that you once stated to 
Mrs. Rodier that it was all right by you if her kids came in to 
play in your yard? 


Mrs. Lamy: It is. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: You have no objection to the children being there, 
is that right? 


Mrs. Lamy: Right. Prior to this time. No objections. 


Mr. Kisenstadt: You knew that everywhere these children went the dog, 
shane, was sure to go. 


Mrs. Lamy: Yes, but if I may I would like to introduce... 


Mr. Swartwood: Mrs. Lamy, if you would just answer his questions at 
this time and then we'll let you make any statements. 


Mr. Hisenstadt: So, it was no surprise to you that Shane was in your 
yard? 


Mrs. Lamy: No. 

Mr. Hisenstadt: Did you see the dog bite you child? 

Mrs. Lamy: No. I didn't. 

Mr. Kisenstadt: You did not see the dog bite your child? 

Mrs. Lamy: No. 

Mr. Kisenstadt: Where were you when the children were playing? 
Mrs. Lamy: In my kitchen. 

Mr. Eisenstadt: Can you look out the window? 


Mrs. Lamy: Yes. 
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Mr. 


Lisenstadt: Do you keep an eye on the children as they play? 


Mrse Lamy: Yes. 


Mr. 


Bisenstadt: You saw nothing untoward or unruly or exceptional 
about that particular day, that play hour for the children, is 
that correct? 


Mrs. Lamy: No. That is correct. 


Mr. 


Bisenstadt: You did, at one point, your attention was drawn to 
something that happened in the backyard? 


Mrs. Lamy: Yes, when my daughter cried out. 


Mr. 


Bisenstadt: She cried out and then what did you do? 


Mrse Lamy: I went right outside to her. 


Mr. 


Eisenstadt: And what did yo: observe? 


Mrs. Lamy: I observed her eye bleeding and her cheek bleeding. 


Mre 


Bisenstadt: Her eye was bleeding? 


Mrs. Lamy: Her right eye and her left cheek were bleeding and her 


Mr.

right eye was swollen to the point where it was almost closed. 


Eisenstadt: Did you thereupon take your child to a doctor? 


Mrs. Lamy: I did, immediately. 


Mr. 


Eisenstadt: And what doctor did you take your child to? 


Mrs. Lamy: Dr. John Healy. 


Mr. 


Eisenstadt: Is he a practicing physician in the Town of Southboro? 


Mrs. Lamy: He is a practicing pediatrician in the Sudbury Medical 


Mr. 


Center. 


EHisenstadt: Bid you tell Dr. Healy that a dog had bitten your 
daughter? | 


Mrs. Lamy: I told him that this was what I thought happened. This 


Mr. 


is what my daughter told me had happened. 


Bisenstadt: How old is your daughter? 


Mrs. Lamy: Four. 


Mr. 


BKisenstadt: Did this doctor state to you that it was a dog bite? 
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Mrs. Lamy: Yes. Another child was in the yard at the time and 
told me that the dog had knocked my daughter down and had 
bitten her cheek. The doctor told me that the lesion on 
her eyelid was a bite from the dog. 

Mr. Kisenstadt: This was Dr. Healy? 

Mrs. Lamy: Right. 

Mr. Kisenstadt: Do you have a report from Dr. Healy? 

Mrs. Lamy: No. It will be available upon request. 

Mr. Swartwood: We are concerned with the fact that some damage 
was done to the child. The question here is whether this 
dog did it. 3 

Mr. Kisenstadt: That is the question exactly. 


Mr, Swartwood: Are you doubting that there was any damage done 
to the child? 


Mr. Eisenstadt: I don't doubt that there was damage done to the 
child. I am willing to concede that. The point is, you did 
not see the doge.. 

Mrs. Lamy: No. 

Mr. Hisenstadt: In your backyard, did you have a great deal of 
various kinds of objects that--uncut bushes, etc.? Your 
backyard wasn't tidied up as good as it might have been? 

Mrs. Lamy: My home is not landscaped. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Since this incident you had your backyard cleaned 
up? 


Mrs. Lamy: No. 

Mr. Hisenstadt: That is all 1 have. 

Mr. Swartwood: You said you haard a cry from your daughter and 
you ran out into the yard. You observed your daughter and 
you said she was cut. 


Mrs. Lamy! Right. 


Mr. Swartwood: What else in the yard did you observe? Were there 
any other children there? 


Mrs. Lamy: Yes. My daughter was running sort of sideways, 
looking back at her and this dog, whom I identify as Shane, 
was at her heels, and she was crying that Shane had bit her. 
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Mr. Swartwood: Were there any other children in the yard’ 

Mrs. Lamy: Yes, there were. 

Mr. Swartwood: Who were they? 

Mrs. Lamy: Robin Rodier, Cris Rodier and Terry Nelson and my son Kevin. 
Mr. Swartwood: Were there any other dogs in the yard? 

Mrs. Lamy: No. 

Mr. Swartwood: This dog was close to YOU «ee 

Mrs. Lamy: Right at her heels. 

Mr. Swartwood: This dog that you saw? 

Mrs. Lamy: Right. 


Mre Swartwood: You describe this dog as being the dog owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. Rodier? 


Mrs. Lamy: Right. I instructed the Rodier child to take the dog 
home at that time. 


Mr. Swartwood: What did the Rodier child say? 

Mrs. Lamy: O.K. which she has always done. 

Mr. Swartwood: Did she call the dog? 

Mrs. Lamy: Yes. 

Mr. Swartwood: By name? 

Mrs. Lamy: Yes. 

Mr, Eisenstadt: You say that Kevin Nelson and Terry Nelson... 
Mrs. Lamy: Kevin Lamy, my other son. 

Mr. Eisenstadt: Kevin Lamy, your other son, how old is he? 
Mrs. Lamy: Three. 

Mr. Eisenstadt: and Terry Nelson. 

Mrs. Lamy: Right. 

Mr. Fisenstadt: And she is a playmate of your son, and the Rodiers. 


Mrs. Lamy: Right. 
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Mr. Hisenstadt: How old is Terry? 

Mrs. Lamy: Five 

Mr. Kisenstadt: And then the two Rodier children were there. 
Mrs. Lamy: Right. 


Mr. Hisenstadt: When you say that the dog was on the heels of your 
daughter Kathleen, you mean it was pursuing your daughter? 


Mrs. Lamy: No. Right behind her. 
Mr. Hisenstadt: In a calm, gentle state? 


Mrs. Lamy: I really didn't look at the dog. I was looking at my 
daughter. I noticed the dog standing right near her. , 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Had you ever known the dog to do anything untoward 
toward your children before? 


Mrs. Lamy: Yes. When my children were playing in the sandbox, whether 
it was provoked or not, I do not know, but he snipped at my sone 


I don't know whether that is the correct term or note He showed 
his teeth to my son. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Did you bring you child Kathleen before the Board? 

Mrs. Lamy: No 

Mr. Eisenstadt: Did you say her face was bitten? 

Mrs. Lamy: Yes 

Mr. Hisenstadt: Was there a bandage put on the face? 

Mr. Swartwood: Counsel, I dont find this relevant. 

Mr. Hisenstadt: Only to this extent, Mr. Chairman. There is now a 
claim that the dog damaged the eye as well as the cheek of Kathleen 
and yet there will be testimony here, I trust, that the only 
visible damage that was seen by others was a small cut on the cheek 


just below the cheekbone. 


Mr. Swartwood: We are trying to determine whether or not this dog has 
bitten the child. 


Mr. Hisenstadt: It is consistent with everything that you said that 
the dog possibly knocked your daughter, Kathleen, down and that 
Kathleen may have hit her face and her eye on some object. 


I have my own witnesses. I thought perhaps you would like to 
question Mrs. Lamy. | 


Mr. Swartwood: Mrs. Lamy, is it possible that the dog knocked the 
child down andee. 
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Mrs. Lamy: I did not see this happen, but my four-year-old daughter 
told me that this dog bit her and a five-year-old child will 
today tell you that this dog bit her. 


Mr. Kisenstadt: The five year old Terry Nelson and your four year 
old daughter, did they say they saw the dog bite Kathleen? 


Mrs. Lamy: Terry Nelson said that she saw the dog bite my daughter. 


Mr. Kisenstadt: Did not one of these children tell you that the dog 
had pushed Kathleen down? 


Mrs. Lamy: And bitten her. 

Mr. Eisenstadt: I'm just asking about pushing Kathleen down. 

Mrs. Lamy: Yes. 

Mr. Eisenstadt: Did you see teeth marks in the face of your daughter? 


Mrs. Lamy: The doctor told me it was definitely...(Mr. Eisenstadt 
interrupted.) | 


Mre Eisenstadt: Apart from what the doctor told YOu. 
Mrs Lamy: She had a hole in her cheek. 

Mr. Eisenstadt: A hole, a single hole in her cheek? 
Mrs. Lamy: Right. 


Mr. Dumont: Mrs. Lamy, you interregated some of the children, did you 
ask the Rodier child what happened? 


Mrs. Lamy: Noe I sent the Rodier child home with the dog for fear 
that something else might happen to the other children in my 
yard r 


Mr. Bartolini: The Counsellor asked Mrs. Lamy did she see teeth © 
marks on the cheek of her child. The child was bleeding, it 
would be hard to see teeth marks. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: It would be quite hard. Then, again, I don't know 
how superficial the cut was. 


Mr. Bartolini: With the child bleeding, you can't expect the mother 
of the child to see if there were teeth marks. | | 


Mr. Eisenstadt: I don't know. It's possible that an excited parent 
or a concerned parent would not see it. However, if it was a 
superficial cut... 


Mr. Swartwood: That word isn't.....at all. It has a medical meaning. 
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Mr. EKisenstadt: It was a surface cut. If there was a profuse flow 
of blood, I would imagine it would be hard to see. I'm trying to 
find out whether it is consistent with the child having fallen 
on some sharp object or branch of a bush. You have a lot of 
bushes there in the yard, right. 

Mrs. Lamy: Right. 

Mr. Dumont: In the area where the children play? 

Mrs. Lamy: No. This is what I wanted to bring out. The area where 
there are is the driveway and very close to my back steps. I 
can't measure distance, but there is a good size area where there 
1s no brush whatsoever, where my children play. 


Mr. Kisenstadt: I passed your yard on the way down here to the Town 
Hall and I noticed that you have quite a bit of bushes. 


Mrs. Lamy: Right, but you were probably up near our back door where 
our children play. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: I saw bushes all around. 


Mrs. Lamy: Right. If you go toward our back door you will find there 
is a large area that is free of bushes and the sand boOX.eece. 


Mre EKisenstadt: How long did it take you to get out from the kitchen 
Owes 


Mrse Lamy: About 1 second. I was racing out the door. As soon as 
she cried out, I was out there. 


Mr. Hisenstadt: To get from the kitchen out to the backyard? 
Mrse Lamy: Yes. She was right at the back door. 

Mr. Eisenstadt: The girl was at the back door? 

Mrs. Lamy: My daughter. 

Mr. Hisenstadt: Then your daughter had come to the door? 
Mrs. Lamy: It happened near the back door. 

Mr. Kisenstadt: They were playing at the back steps? 

Mrs.e Lamy: Right. The sandbox is right at the back steps. 


Mr. Hisenstadt: Are there any objects on the sandbox, that if your 
daughter fell up against them, she could cut herself? 


Mrs. Lamy: Noe She wasn't playing in the sandbox at the time. 
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Mr. Eisenstadt: You didn't see the incident. 


Mrs. Lamy: No. 


Mr. Hisenstadt: Your daughter was injured. We concede. We know 
: your girl was injured. I wouldn't imply for a moment that you 
were creating an injury or exaggerating an injury. But you 
did say it was possible and consistent with the injuries that 
your daughter could have fallen, then pushed down, even perhaps 
pushed down by Shane, the dog, and this could have happened, 
could have caused the bleeding. 


Mr. Swartwood: Mrs. Lamy, you did look to see, it was as you described 
it, bleedingee. 


Mrs. Lamy: Right. Her eye was bleeding, partially swollen, partially 
close@ as a result of the swelling. And I went over to the 
doctor's with ice cubes on her eye to prevent any further swelling. 

Mr. Hisenstadt: Do you know difference between swelling and... 

Mrs. Lamy: I ama registered nurse. 

Mr. Eisenstadt: Did you testify at the last meeting of the Board, at 
the last Hearing of this particular complaint, that your daughter 
was bitten on the cheek? 

Mrs. Lamy: And on the eye. 

Mr. Kisenstadt: Did you testify to that two weeks ago? 


Mrs. Lamy: Yes. 


Mr. Dumont: May I read the Minutes? They indicate the right eye and 
a wound on the left cheek. That is what it says here. 


Mr. Swartwood: That is word for word from the tapes. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Mr. Lamy, were you at home at the time of the injury 
to your daughter? 


Mr. Lamy: No. I was not. 


Mr. Swartwood: Counsel, just for your edification, Mr. Lamy did not 
really take part in any testimony before this Board. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: None at all? 


Mr. Swartwood: He made some statements. We decided they were 
irrelevant. He wasn't there. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Mr. Rodier, would you tell the Chairman and the Board 
exactly, if I may have the Chairman's indulgence on this, if we 
may go into the background of the dog from Mr. Rodier, the owner 
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who has the knowledge of that dog? It bears on the propensity of the 
dog to do any such thing as is suggested that he did do. 


Mr. Rodier: I have never had complaints on this dog before. As far 
as playing with the children, being with my own children, this 
dog will go with any children. He will go with anyone. I don't 
care where the kids come, he'll go with them. He will not defend 
a child. We had one complaint prior. The Town is cracking down 
on the dogs in the school area. 


Mr. Kisenstadt: This was a complaint that went out against all dog 
owners. That was the occasion when the principal of the school 
judged it necessary to warn all owners of dogs in the Town they 
were to keep their dogs at home between 8:00 and 9:0Q and 3:00 
— 4:00 when the children would be on their way to and from 
school. 


Mr. Swartwood: This was specifically on April 1, 1969 at 8:45. Officer 
Connors reported this. 


Mr. Rodier: One other time, the dog got out of the house when the 
children were going out and ran down to the school. This was 


after we were notified to keep the dog in. I went down to pick 
him upe 


Mr. Eisenstadt: There was never a complaint about your dog being 
anything but gentle. Is that correct? 


Mr. Rodier: That is right. Any of the neighborhood will testify to 
this. 


Mr. Swartwood: This is dated May 5, 1969 and states that your dog 
broke loose and apparently had broken its chain. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Your dog has never been restrained before? 
Mrs. Rodier: That's right. 
ir. Eisenstadt: This was after the complaint? 


Mr. Swartwood: We wrote the letter saying that .we would continue under 
the condition that you restrain your dog until the second Hearing. 


Mre Rodier: Right, and he has been restrained other than the time he 
broke the chain. He still had the chain on him. He has never 
been chained before. 

Mre Hisenstadt: There is no leash law in the Town of Southboro and 
again, you have had no complaints from neighbors other than the 
Lamys. Is that correct? 

Mre Rodier: That is correct. We never have. 


Mr. kisenstadt: Your dog is a watch dog for your children in a sense? 


aaa 
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Mr. Rodier: I don't know whether he would be or not. 


Mr. Hisensteadt: He is a companion to your children and he loves 
children? 


No Answer. 
The dog is gentle by nature? 
Mr. Rodier: Right. 
Mr. Kisenstadt: And you have never known him to bite? 
Mre Rodier: He has never been known to growl, either. 
Mr e Bisenstadt: I've seen the dog and I know that he is a gentle dog. 
Mr. Swartwood: Is this a testimony from you, Counsellor? 
Mr. Eisenstadt: If I might be permitted to raise my hand and swear 
to the fact that that dog is...I was a stranger in their house. 


Very, very gentle dog. 


You knew the dog would go over with your children, to the Lamy's 
to play. Is that correct? 


No audible answer. 


Mr. Kisenstadt: There were many foreign objects in the yard of the 
Lamy's house--in the backyard? 


Mr. Rodier: I have never seen it close up. I know that there is 
brush all through the yard, there is an old car sitting there. 


Mr. EKisenstadt: There is an old car sitting there? 


Mr. Rodier: I don't know how old a car, but there is an old car 
sitting there. | 


Mr. Lisenstadt: Is it jacked up on blocks? 
Mr. Rodier: It looks that way. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Is it in the back, this old car is in the back jacked 
up on blocks? 


Mr. Rodier: Right. 

Mr. Eisenstadt: Near the back door of the Lamy's house? If you know, 
tell me. You don't know of your own knowledge. But you do 
know there is a car in the back yard. 


Mr. Rodier: There is a car in the back yard. 
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Mr. Eisenstadt: Mrs. Rodier, are you aware of the layout and the condition 
of the backyard of the Lamy house? immed 


Mrs. Rodier: Yes. 1 have walked through it on several occasions. 
Mr. Eisenstadt: Would you describe it? 


Mrs. Rodier: The few times I have been through it, maybe twice, there 
has recently been a car put up on blocks in the backyard, next 
to the back door. There are quite a few rocks and things of that 
nature, brush, no grass of any kind--dirt and rocks. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Was the car near the back door up on blocks at the 
time of the complaint on April 7, 1969? 


Mrs. Rodier: It is possible, but I am not definitely sure. 
(Q. addressed to Mrs. Lamy, ): 
Mr. Eisenstadt: Was the car there at the time? At the time of your 
complaint, the car was out there where Mrs. Rodier said it was? 


Mrs. Lamy: Right. It was up on blocks in our backyard. It is not in 
the play area. 


Mr. Swartwood: The car was there, was on blocks. The question of 
where the car was iSeee 


Mr. Eisenstadt: The question of were the car was in the yard is now _ 
a disputed point. Is there anything else you want to tell the 
Board, Mr. Rodier’ 

Mr. Rodier: I called up a veternarian the day after this had happened. 
According to him, a veternarian cannot determine if it is a dog 
bite or not. According to the veternarian, a pediatrician would 
have a heck of a time to tell if it was a dog bite. 

Mr. Swartwood: Counsel, we have a lot of problems with this kind of 
statement. 

Mr, Eisenstadt: That's right... 

Mr. Rodier: The only thing I am doing is contradicting the pediatrician's 
statement. 

Mr. Fisenstadt: I would like to have the pediatrician in, but he wasn't 
subpoenaed in. It would enlighten us.to have him here to tell 
us what he saw, when your child was brought in. Was a rabies 
shot administered to your daughter? 

Mrs. Lamy: A tetanus shot. Rabies shots are given to dogse 

Mr. Eisenstadt: I beg your pardon. I wasn't implying that the girl oman 


had rabies but a shot for rabies. 


Mrs. Lamy: Right. 
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Mr. Eisenstadt: It was administered when? 
Mrs. Lamy: On April 7, the time whe was treated. 


Mr. Hisenstadt: You're a registered nurse. Is not a tetanus shot 
also administered for common, barnyard variety abrasions, 
punctures, etc. Specially around dirt areas where there is metal? 


Mrs. Lamy: Right. 


Mr. Kisenstadt: Would you have any objection to my receiving from 
Dr. Healy his report? 3 


Mr. Swartwood: I think as far as aur purposes here, her testimony 
that the mark on this child was absolutely done by the dog-- 
coming from what the doctor told her--its...evalue would be 
something what we would certainly take into consideration. I 
don't feel it necessary that we get..efrom the doctor. All we 
are concerned with is that some damage happened to this child. 
Was it as a result of this dog or wasn't it? This is‘really what 
we have before us. If you would like, Counsellor, ... What 
are your comments on the matter? 


Mr. Eisenstadt: I think that since the stakes are extremely high here, 
and of tremendous concern to my clients, that it would be in the 
interest of fairness...to allow the doctor to be heard or at least 
to have his report submitted to the Board before the Board comes 
to a decision in this matter. 


Mr. Dumont: It would be a simple matter for us to have that 3 oe 


Mr. kisenstadt: At the same time, I would like to have from the 
veternarian who Mr. Rodier sought out immediately after this 
happening, his report alongside Dr. Healy's. 


Mr. Dumont: A report? As I understood this, he called the veternarian 
to say, can you tell when a dog bites a child, and he SAYS, NOs 
I don't think its a report. 


Mr. Kisenstadt: Well, his expert opinion on it. If that is possible, 
or the opinion of some medical doctor on whether the nature of 
the wound could be pinpointed that accurately. 


Mr. Swartwood: Counsellor, I have some problems with that. We can 
have Mr. and Mrs. Lamy's doctor send us a copy of his medical. 
report. He will have a history of their case. You know what the 
history will say. And he will also have his prognosis. If ya 
want it, we will request it, and have it sent to us. I can't 
accept a hypothetical question put to a so-called expert submitted 
to us in a letter. The doctor, I think we can tell by his 
stationery whether or not he is a doctor. I think this is normal 
medical procedure, and he did examine the child, so yes, we will 
receive that. But not a veternarian's report. i 


Mr. Hisenstadt: That's all right. 
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Mr. Swa rtwood: Mr. and Mrs. Lamy, will you please send to this Board 
that report. Counsellor, I suppose you want a copy of that. 
You can examine that here. A medical report should come to us. 
I am not sure whether copies of this should be floating around 
all over the place. If you would like to examine that report 
when we receive itee. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Yes, I would like to have that permission. Mrs. 
Lamy did extend to me the authority to see that report, but not 
to have it. Is that correct? 

Mrs. Lamy: Yes. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Mrs. Lamy, when you saw your child just after... 


Mr. Dumont: We were questioning the Rodiers. Are you finished ques- 
tioning the Rodiers? 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Yes, there is nothing else. There is one question 
IT have to ask Mrs. Lamy. 


Mrs. Rodier: This vet that he got in contact with is the one thate.. 
Shanee He has known Shane ever since he was a puppy. He knows 
the dog. I think his statement, too, could be of some value. . 
It isn't just any vet, it is one who does know the dog. 

Mr. Dumont: The only thing I was referring to was that I don't see 
how a veternarian could comment on whether or not there was a 
dog bite on the child's face. He didn't see her. 

Mrs. Rodier: No. I see your point there, 


Mr. Swartwood: If your veternarian wants to write ua a letter of his 
knowledge of that dog, we'll take it. No other hypothetical 
question. 

Mr. Kisenstadt: That is the limited purpose only that I would like 
the Board to view the veternarian's report. The dog, we contend, 
is a very gentle dog, who doesn't have a protensity toward 
viciousness, who is not dangerous. 


Mrs. Lamy, when you responded to your child's cries, did you » 
take the child into the house? 


Mrse Lamy: Yes. 

Mre Hisenstadt: Did you administer first-aid? 

Mrs. Lamy: Yes. 

Mr. Kisenstadt: Did you remove dirt from the wound? 
Mrse Lamy: I washed it. 

Mr. EKisenstadt: Was dirt in the wound? 


Mrse Lamy: Yes. 
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Mr. Dumont: Mr. Rodier, how many dogs do you own? 

Mr. Rodier: I have a second doOfSee. 

Mr. Dumont: How long have you owned the second dog? 

Ir, Rodier: Two months (barely audible--sounded like two months) 
Mr. Dumont: Did you own the dog at the time of this incident? 
Mr. Rodier: I got the dog after the incident. 

Mr. Dumont: Well, two months ago happens to be before April 7. 
Mr. and Mrs. Rodier: It was after the incident. 

Mr. Swartwood: The middle of April, possibly? 

Mr. Dumont; So, you own two dogs. How long have you had Shane? 
Mrs. Rodier: Since he was born. 

Mre Dumont: He. has lived with you all of his life. 


Mr. Swartwood: How long is that? 
Mrs. Rodier: 2 years. 


Mre Dumont: The acquisttion of this second dog occurred sometime 
close to the time which this incident occurred. Is that correct? 


Mrs. and Mr. Rodier: Several weeks after. 
Mre Dumont: You didn't own the other dog at the time of the incident? 
Mr. and Mrs. Rodier: That's right. 


Mre Dumont: You indicated you had not ever had trouble before with 
Shane except for the instances at the school. 


Rediers: Right. 


Mr. Dumont: Did you know, did you ever have any knowledge of the 
incident which Mrs. Lamy referred to last summer? 


Mr. and Mrs. Rodier: No. 

Mr. Dumont: Mrs. Rodier, do your children play in the Lamy's yard? 
Mrse Rodier: On occasion, yes. 

Mre Dumont: You consider the Lamy's yard dangerous?

Mrs. Rodier: I do if I don't know where they are. They don't always 
tell me they are going there. They don't always know they are 
going there. 


Mr. Dumont: You can't, you have no view of this play area from your 
kitchen or your living room, or your house? 


Mrs. Rodier: No. I cannot. 

Mr. Bartolini: You have had this dog 2% years, have you ever trained 
her in obedience? Professional training or have you trained him 
yourself? What time do you go to work in the morning? 

Mr. Rodier: I leave the house about 8 o'clock. | 

Mr. Bartolini: What time do you return? 


Mr. Rodier: Anywhere between 5 and 9 at night. 


Mr. Bartolini: You are away most of the daylight hours...So actually 
most of the training has to be done by your wife. 


Mr. Rodier: The dog doesn't need to be trained any more. 


Mr. Bartolini: I thought Mrs. Rodier said he yard-hops with the 
children. | 


Mr. Rodier: The children yard-hop.e 


Mr. Bartolini: The dog stays with the children, so the dog yard-hops. 
Am I correct? 


(Answer inaudible) 

Mr. Dumont: If it would be of any help for the record, to verify the 
validity or the authenticity of Dr. Healy, he happens to be my 
pediatrician. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: Mr. or Mrs. Lamy (sic), if one of your children were 
in distress or crying, would your dog go to the child? 


Mrs. Rodier: Yes, I think he would. 

Mr. Kisenstadt: He would be by your child's heels. 

Mrs. Rodier: I think he would to find out. Just as a matter of course 
if he hears a child cry, he is right there, seeing if he could 


help. He hates to hear a child cry. 


Mr. Eisenstadt: I would be willing, Mr. Chairman and members of the 
Board, to dispense with the requested report in the interest of 
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speeding the process of your Board, and trying to settle the dis- 
pute so that it doesn't fester. I think, if I may sum up my 
case, the key piece of testimony that was introduced today was 
when Mrs. Lamy stated that she brought her child after the injury 
indoors and cleaned dirt out of the child's wound. To me, it is 
inconsistent with a dog bite. That is consistent with a wound 

a child gets on the ground in the earth in the dirt. In addition 
to that, no one who was present saw this dog assault or bite or 
push down Kathleen. No onee A little child said they saw the 
dog do something. There are no witnesses here. Inasmuch as the 
authority of the Board is so far-reaching, and in fact irrever- 
sible when it comes to the disposition of a dog, if we are 
dealing with a dog's life we ought to be pretty sure that a dog 
who never did any thing before whom everybody except Mrs. Lamy 
agrees was a pretty gentle dog, to restrain it or dispose of it 
on the basis of what might be a very erroneous conclusion that 
has been drawn by the Lamys, would be ultimately unfair. 


Mr. Swartwood: Mr. or Mrs. Lamy, one of you like to sum upee. 


Mrs. Lamy: Does not the fact that my daughter who is four years old 
and says that this dog bit her have any bearing on this? She 
is going to have a scar for the rest of her life on her face as 
a result of this. I would like to interject another thought. 
On last Thursday, May 1, I called Mrs. Rodier in the morning 
but there was nobody home because two dogs were in my yard, both 
of which I have been told belong to the Rodiers. I called her 
again in the afternoon. My children are absolutely petrified 
of dogs which has created a hazardous situation in my yard. My 
daughter is on a swing and sees a dog coming in my yard and she 
panics and someday she will probably fall off the swing or some= 
thing as a result of this. I called Mrs. Rodier in the after- 
noon and asked her to keep the dogs out of my yard because it 
has created a dangerous situation. Yesterday morning when I 
called first the Dog Officer and got no answer and then called 
sgte Beliveau, this dog that I had requested be restrained in 
the yard along with the dog that this Board has ordered restrained 
were both in my yard. 


Mr. Lamy: Mr. Kisenstadt says that all we have for witnesses are 
children that aren't here. What would ever happen if this dog, 
any dog, went down to the school yard, bit a child and it wasn't 
an adult. What are you going to do? Give this dog, many chances? 
is two, three children nothing? It means nothing? 


Mr. Eisenstadt: You allege that only one child was injured, Kathleen. 
We don't deny it. I don't know anything about the scar. That 
is new testimony. I never heard it beforee Mrs. Lamy introduced 
some business about a permanent scar. 

Mrs. Lamy: This will be in the doctor's report. 

Mr. Hisenstadt: You have a court claim in for money againsStece 


Mrs. Lamy: Right. 
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Mr. Hisenstadt: 


Didn't you see the lawyer a very short time after you 


saw the doctor or maybe even. before? 


Mrs. Lamy: No. 


Mr. Fisenstadt: 


I did note It was the night... 


(interrupted) You have a claim going, right? 


Mrs. Lamy: Right.

7:30 P.M. Present: Ghairman Charles B. Swartwood III, Selectmen

VOTED: to grant permission to the Southborough Rotary Club to erect 
a sign near the intersection of Routes 85 and 30, in 
Southborough, from May 17, 1969 to June ec, 1969. (This sign 
will refer to the Rotary's annual pancake festival) 


VOTED: to acknowledge Mr. Thomas McAuliffe's letter of May 6, 1969, 
informing him of the Board's enthusiasm for the opportunity 
to broadcast reports from his radio station WSRO. 


Letter under date of April 28, 1969, as received from the Building 
Inspector with respect to the parking of cars on the lot in front of 
the School Street Garage, which referred to complaint as submitted 

to this Board by Mr. John L. Connors, read aloud by Chairman Swartwood. 


VOTED: to enclose a photostatic copy of the report as submitted to 
the Board, by the Building Inspector, to Mr. Connors, and 
state that if said report is not satisfactory, or if he has 
any further information concerning his complaint, the Board 
would appreciate his making an appointment in order that said 
Board may have this matter finally resolved. 


8:50 P.M. The Board of Selectmen then met with Mr. William Je RLZZOy. 
President of the National Construction Company of 767 East 
Third Street, South Boston, and Mr. Rizzo's nephew. Also > 
present were members of the Planning Board, including: 
Chairman, Paul J. McCarthy, the Messrs. Peter Phaneuf, 
Robert Hoss, and Charles W. Sawin. Also Mr. Ralph Clark, 
Chairman Board of Assessors, and interested citizens. 


Mr. Swartwood explained that the reason the meeting was being held 
in the Lower Hall was due to an insufficiency of space in the 
Selectmen's Office. He then turned the meeting over to Mr. Rizzo, 
who stated that the reason he came was to discuss the property he 
owns in the center of town that "we felt you people were sympathetic 

toward garden-type apartments--it's as simple as that." He further 

stated, "the land runs parallel to the Borelli's piece of property 
on the corner of (here he was informed the names of the Streets were 
Newton, Lyman and East Main Streets) that it runs to Lyman Street, 
and it is that section of property you will have to pass upon from 
the Borelli's property to the adjacent streets, where we wanted to put 
the old post office as you well remember (Here Mr. Sawin interrupted 

and stated"facing Howes Court") to which Mr. Rizzo answered "right." 
"The thing was met with some sort of approval we thought, with some 
arrangements on the Borelli property," Mr. Rizzo said. 
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Mr. Bartolini: "How large a tract is this?" 
Mr. Rizzo: "That we have now?" 
Mr. Bartolini: "Yes" 
Mr. Rizzo: "To the best of my recollection, we have 25,000 feet..." 


It was further brought out by Mr. Rizzo and his Nephew, that they thought 
they would negotiate with Mr. Primo Borelli, to purchase his land and 
they would be building on the "entire triangle." Mr. Rizzo was ques- 

tioned how many buildings c¥ apartments would be on the land, and he 

answered, "I think you people would best answer that..." He further 
stated that it depended upon the zoning "if you allow twelve, it would 

be twelve, if you allow four (apartments) it would end up four." 

"If you people doubt it was worthwhile or something to pursue, certainly 

we would get some preliminary plans..." (It was brought out that if 

Mr. Rizzo purchases the Borilli property the area in question would 

be a little over one acre). 


Chairman Swartwood: "This, I take it, just from your(Rizzo's) conver- 
sation, this would be something as you, the owner would do and 
propose at the Town Meeting?" 


Mr. Rizzo: "Yes,.ee" 


Chairman Swartwood: "Well, if the Planning Board--I would be interested 
somehow--" 


Mr. McCarthy: "This is not an opinion of the Planning Board, but I 
would state you wouldn't stand a chance at the Town Meeting 
according to past history." Mr. McCarthy told Mr. Rizzo that he 
couldn't see the town going along with any more than four apart- 
ments. (There was a question if the Town would go along with 
one apartment ) 


Chairman Swartwood: " I think again, speaking as an individual, on 
this Board, I don't think right now, with respect to that parti- 
cular parcel that from my reading of what the Town would do, I 

don't feel that they would go along with any multiple family 
dwelling on that one particular piece of property. Any person | 
owning a piece of property has the right to pursue whatever avenue 
he has available, to do with it as he'td like to do, provided this 
is for zoning." , 


Selectman Dumont: "I don't know whether you realize it or not, but 
I think this would be sort of ground-breaking process in more than 
one sense--if this were proposed and accepted, it would be the 
first such really apartment complex of any sort whether it be 
two units, four units or whatever and this you know, being the 
first, would be the. bitterest, most hotly contested..." 
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After further brief discussion, Chairman Swartwood asked the Planning 
Board members if there were any need for further questions on the 
above matter and was told "no". Chairman Swartwood explained to 

Mr. Rizzo that the Town, at the present time, is in the process of 
revising some of its Zoning By-Laws, part of said revisions being 

the issue of permitted uses.

My wife 
has been getting ‘phone calls, at least two or three a day to get 
the dog out of her (Mrs. Lamy's) yard. This dog by the name of Shane 
is not in her yard. The dog has been either in the cellar or has 
been tied up with a 6-foot chain and at this...have been getting a 
little bit perturbed about it. Now, as I told you people at the 
last Hearing, there is another dog that looks like ours that 
supposedly had bit the Lamy child and yet there's been no proof 
even that the Lamy child was bitten, but it's just the fact that 
the dog is not a vicious dog which they had supposedly said, and I 
just want to make it a point that the dog isn't even out and these 
people are making complaints--I don't know whether they are trying 
to build up something or not. I had brought in an attorney from 
the outside, a prominent Boston attorney, for this one reason that 
in case they had tried to pull something where he was unemployed 
for about four to six months! time and using his own name in the 
Town of Southborough he was going to try to do something to make a 
pretty dollar. 


Selectman Bartolini: hat do you mean by using his own name?" 


Mr. Rodier: All right, the man's name is an old name in the Town of Southborough, 
his father, the son and everyone else. All the Lamy brothers are a 
name in the Town. I moved in from Wayland. If this was ever taking 
place in Wayland, I would have been in the same position as Lamy. 
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Selectman Bartolini: Are you inferring that this Board was coerced by the name 
of Lamy--is that what you are saying?

According to the Building Inspector's letter, "they (Boswells) 
have started to build a 'Rally House' without a permit". (Building Permit) Also 
read aloud by Chairman Swartwood was letter of complaint under date of 7/14/69, as 
received from Mr. Carlton J. Boudreau, 72 Mount Vickory Road, re said motorcycles. 


According to Mr. Boswell, he purchased his present property on Mount Vickory Road 
"twenty-four years ago". "It (club building) didn't look new then. ‘le arert 
building a new building." Mr. Boswell stated that when he purchased this property, 
the building in question "didn't look new then." He stated that the building was 
two and one-half stories high, that "the tornado did quite a job on it, and it has 
been falling to rack and ruin ever since." Mr. Boswell stated that it was his 
fault if there was no application made for a "remodelling permit". He further 
stated that he had stripped the building preparatory to remodelling same, "that 
the frame was there, all but the roof rafters. Mr. ‘/Jalcott has seen the building 
and he told me he would issue the Permit.'' Mr. Boswell further stated "as far as 
endangering the lives of the children, there are more dansers from cars and trucks 
going up on that road than they are from us." 


Mr. Daley explained that the "first rally was held at 5:00 pem.e He explained that 
the rally is held by sending out cyclists on a ‘route sheet! same as Sport cars 
covering Sherborne, Natick clear around through Wayland and back up through 
Marlboro, down 85 and back to the clubhouse. Roughly, probably about forty, 
forty-five bikes in all in a rally. There was seventy people, but most of them 
run doubled up. So, when they leave, they leave two or three at a time and they 
are coming in that way. Probably when they do come in they will come in anywhere 
from 7:50 one Last ones were in by 9:30 at the latest.'' Mr. Daley explained that 
the activities are called a "poker run''. He explained in detail what a "yoker run! 
is, that the latest they came in was "roughly from 5:30 to 10:30". The club, 
according to Mr. Daley, was originated "in 1964 in Marlboro." He further stated, 
"this building isn't being used as a hangout, it is just being used as a send-off 
point for a rally.'"' (Here,Mr. Swartwood quoted Section IV, Paragraph 2e of the 
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Town's By-Laws.) The grceup was told by Mr. Swartwood, according to the above- 
mentioned section, they would have to go to the Board of Appeals so that a 
determination could be made, whether or not the operation of their club is 
detrimental to the neighborhood. ‘The group brought out that their motorcycles 
are "legal! and do have "mufflers' on them. Mr. Boswell stated, "The complaint 
comes from the mere fact that we drive our motorcycles over Mount Vickory Road." 
It was brought out by Mr. Daley that the "legal address is 44 Bigelow Street, 
Marlboro." As the result of questions put to Mr. Boswell by Selectman Dumont, 
Mr. Boswell agreed that he owns the building but that the building is not a legal 
address of a club. 


Selectman Bartolini: "How often do you have these rallies?" 


Mr. Daley: "Five this year. There's one more July 27. That's on a Sunday in 
the afternoon. Sign-up time is 12:00. It will be over at 6:00 
o'clock in the evening. The next run is August 17, in the afternoon. 

Next one is September 21. That's on a Sunday in the afternoon - time: 12:00 to 

6:00 it will be over. ‘Ne had one night run. This is the run that is causing all 

the trouble. (Here he asked. the Board if the write-up in the papers was observed 

by the members, that the group "resent it.'") (According to Mr. Daley, no names 
were mentioned in the newspaper.) 


The Board members told Mr. Daley, in all fairness to those who have complained, 
that he notify all members of his club what the present situation is regarding 
this matter, and that they visit the two complainants who talked to the Selectmen 
about the disturbance created by their people on Mount Vickory Road. Mr. Daley 
stated, "in the meantime, we will go and see these people (the complainants) ."

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


July 22, 1969 


7:30 pem. Present: Chairman Charles B. Swartwood III, Selectmen Robert C. Dumont 
and Louis Jd. Bartolini. Also present were Correspondents 
from Worcester Evening Gazette (Mrs. Maureen Maguire), 
Framingham News (Mrs. Gail Hoss), and a gentlemen from the 
Marlboro Enterprise. 


Mr. John Schipper appeared for the purpose of discussing Fisher Road problems. 

Mr. Schipper brought up the problem of a fence which was erected near his property 
when the Town took some of his land, and that "half said fence has become rotten 

and fallen down."' He further stated, "I don't want this to happen again. I would 
rather have metal posts." It was brought out that this work had been done (regarding 
the erection of the fence) "around '67."' He further complained about the cutting of 
grass which, according to him, is no "brush". The Board agreed that the brush should 
be cut. Another complaint was with respect to mailboxes, that said mailbox posts 
were broken off, that he wants same "put back and fixed right." According to 

Mr. Schipper, his loading platform was "wrecked."' Also, according to Mr. Schipper, 
the ramp going up into his gararte was a cement ramp "up until three weeks ago when 
they (the Town) came along and it's all cracked and that is all I ask that they 
replace it or fix it.'"' According to Mr. Schipper, Fisher Road has been raised to 
such an extent that "if we get a driving rain, it might go back in" (to the barn). 
Mr. Schipper repeated that "the only thing I am afraid is that they (Highway Depart- 
ment) will bring the road (Fisher) up too high." "On the big house the lawn had an 
awful mean pitch to it as it was, well in that area they have gone down even, so 
that you almost fall on your face when you try to mow lawn. There again, I told 
them I would donate the stones if the Town would put up a wall or do some little 
thing. I think we could get by with two and one-half, maybe three feet, and it 
would only be about fifteen feet long, probably." 


Here, the Board looked at the plan of Fisher Road with Mr. Schipper. 


Mr. Schipper told the Board, "I have been hauling stones out of there. See, I dig 
my stones right next to the road, which these stones were on my land until they 
took all the land away. I have been hauling stones every day." He further reported 
that the Highway Superintendent said to him that the stones had to be out by the 
end of the week, that "this will be impossible because there are about thirty-five 
loads...there, but they are off the road where they are going to build tomorrow. 
They are not in the way." 


Selectman Bartolini told Mr. Schipper if said stones are in the "layout" and anybody 
hit the stones, the town is in trouble. Mr. Schipper stated "in a month or so they 
will be all cleaned out." 


Selectman Bartolini told Mr. Schipper that the town might have to move said stones 
"Just for liability sake more than anything else." 


Mr. Schipper: "ie are moving the stones. There is no more going in place of what 
is coming out." 
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The Board then agreed to the following: 


1. To use metal posts on fence at Schipper's 
2. To take care of drain at driveway 


3e To replace mailboxes a 
4. Loading ramp (here the Board explained the town cannot do this as this is 


"Construction" work, and no construction monies can be used) 
Mr. Schipper then discussed the land-taking of his property in 1966, in which an 
amount of $1,400, as the result of an appraisal, was approved, which he indicated to 
the Board tonight his dissatisfaction of same. The Board explained to Mr. Schipper, 
since he does not agree to the figure of $1,400 as set by the County, he would have 
to make an appeal to the Superior Court for damages fa land-taking. 


Mr. Schipper: "I would settle for a little bit more because I feel this isn't 
quite right under the circumstances." 


The Board then advised him to see an attorney immediately as the Statute of Limi- 
tations is "about to run..." or'‘have him discuss it with us and the Town Counsel.''

Hearing, as being held at this time, was continued from Hearing of July 8 with 
respect to Central Street. 


Mr. Wallace told the Board that Mr. Cuinn and he were over to Central Street 
"vesterday" and that "Mr. Garner (an abutter) was right in not having the pole 

moved over thirty-two feet. ‘Ye can keep the pole two feet to the property line 

and back two feet which will split the two driveways, bring it onto the property 
line--give adequate entrance to both parties...sive adequate access to the properties." 


Chairman Swartwood: '‘vyhat about this transformer?" 


Mr. Wallace agreed that there is a transformer on the pole in question. Selectman

9:35 P.M. Meeting with Mr. Carlton J. Boudreau regarding a complaint on 
activities of the Mohawk Motorcycle Club. Accompanying Mr. Boudreau 
were the Messrs. Willard Putnam and Stanley G. Fox all of Mount 
Vickory Road area. 


Chairman Swartwood reviewed with the above group the Board's meeting of last 

week with said Mohawk Motorcycle Club, and "determined initially, that they were 
not in violation of the Zoning By-Laws with respect to holding club activities 

at this building" (as owned by Mr. Boswell). The fact that they have an 

isolated or a series of isolated activities there wouldn't necessarily put them 
into the Zoning violations. Mr. Swartwood further told the group that his Board 
asked the members of the Mohawk Motorcycle Club to go and see the neighbors them- 
selves to see what sort of reaction they would receive. 


Mr. Boudreau stated "when you get twenty-five to fifty motorcycles continously 
driving back and forth on the road, kids are scared to go out on the road--they 
take away our privacy on the whole street and it occurred from 12:00 Noon in the 
afternoon to 12:00 midnight on that one day that we are talking about. It was 
disturbing the peace rather than just offensive, and they took away our privacy. 
This occurred once say twice during the summer, that doesn't seem to be that much 
of a problem, but I'm scared that the Club members are going to increase, the 
rallies are going to increase."’ Mr. Boudreau stated, "if I had a motorcycle, I 
would join it, I'm not against it, they seem to take offense without me saying 
anything at their age and their type." He continued, "I just think it should 

be done on a road such as Route 9 of some heavily-travelled road that isn't 
residential--it doesn't deprive other residents of their privacy--this is my 
contention. The hours that were quoted in the newspaper was 5:30 P.M. to 
10:30 P. M. This is just not so they started about 10:00 or eleven in the 
morning, they didn't stop until midnight. I called the Police about quarter of 
twelve my young one woke up about four or five times and I got tired of it. 


Mr. Swartwood told the group that the Board approved of the above-mentioned 
Club having its rally on July 27th, that it wanted same to be considered as a 
puide to see whether or not the club is causing the disturbance as alleged. 
Mr. Swartwood further explained the Club had to know about its rally on the 
27th, since it would be impossible to contact all its members in time to let 
them know of the Board's decision, in order to get notices out. Mr. Swartwood 
stated that their intentions are to watch very closely, make an investigation, 
that there has to be some activity before action can be taken. 


The question was brought up as to whether or not a parade permit is required 
where there are so many gathered. 


Mr. Bartolini stated he was "strongly in favor of this 27th.'' He stated his 
reason thusly: "the reason why, they have got a registered motor vehicle, 
registered in the court of laws of the Commonwealth. Their Club is in Marlboro. 
Let them run this rally on the 27th. I would rather go a little slow on this 
rather than say no, etc.'' He further stated, "if we have to stop this we have 
to find the legal means to do it, we just can't do it just because you don't 
like motorcycles.!! 


Meeting July 22, 1969 -- Page 7 
It was brought out that it was the "noise" factor to which the group objected. 


Mr. Putnam: "I just hope that it isn't starting a precedent, that's all. 

; "If you allow this to go on it may give other clubs--similar 
clubs an excuse to have the same thing." "TT understand that 
Southborough encourages young people to joir it, too." 


The Board told Mr. Putnam "they have a pretty strict rule on their terms." 


Mr. Swartwood: 'We appreciate the complaint--quite frankly I think it is 
valid--whether or not we need or whether the Board of 
Selectmen can do something about it, we want to investigate 
back." 


ire Fox strongly expressed his objection also to above-mentioned motorcycles 
on Mount Vickory Road. 


nelectman Dumont informed the group that the club members would dispute the 
allegation of twenty-five to fifty motorcycles going by, stating there are no 
more than two or three at a time that go by on coming back and going to this 
particular rondez-vous, that this situation has to be checked out. 


Mr. Putnam questioned should there be no way of curtailing the club activities, 
why couldn't such activities be done on Saturday instead of Sunday. "I think 
Sunday is a horrible day to have that thing going by your house continously," 
he said. 


The Board members were asuestioned what would they be looking for on the 27th? 
Selectman Bartolini answered "be looking for a large group--excessive noise." 
Again Mr. Swartwood told the group that the Beard is going to have this "whole 
matter investigated by the Police." The Board assured the group it has not 
committed itself beyond July 27th.

Now they say they don't intend to do that again, and so the example 
is the same on Sunday, which theoretically is done during daylight hours and 
will not go into the evening. That's something they themselves admitted was 
a mistake in the first place. Whether that will have any material effect on 
your reactions, I have no idea. That's what we are interested in finding 
out when the time comes. 


Mr. Putnam: "I think it should be given some serious consideration for the simple 
reason that I think this is sanctioned by the Town because it is going to 
lead to something else. I mean, other clubs are going to feel they are in 
the right to do the same thing."’ Mr. Putnam feels that, in time, the town 
will be "overrun with clubs like this." 


Selectman Dumont pointed out that the motorcycle people are here because one of 
its members is a town resident and owns property in the town. 'My point is there 
have got to be other people in the town who are going to want to have other clubs 
in order to assume that your position is valid." Mr. Dumont continued by saying, 
"Let's see what happens. We have got to have more to go on before we feel confi- 
dent that we can take an action either way. Let's just see what the 27 brings 
and what response it brings from you just as well as what actions they give." 


Mr. Boudreau: "The only chance in response would be only if the noise is a lot 
less and the motorcycles weren't in such a large number."

Copies of said Notice sent to A. Falone & Sons, Department of Public Works, Depart- 

ment of Natural Resources, Planning Board, Conservation Commission, and Board of 

Health. Mr. Sebastian W. Olivo, Esquire (attorney for A. Falone & Sons, Inc.) made 

his presentation. The purpose of this project is to relocate and straighten the 

brook in order to collect and channel the flow of surface water, thereby preventing 

periodic flooding resulting in damage to adjoining properties. A plan was submitted 

showing proposed Wet o to. be done. Planning Board and Board of Health representatives 

viewed said plan o Rha brook, and a general discussion followed. Summary by 

Selectman Robert C. Dumont - 


Selectman Dumont: The purpose of this Hearing is to determine the effect that these 
changes will have on the water flow, on the flood plain, your 
going to be filling and changing the contour of the land and when 
you do this you do alter drainage patterns and therefore you might 
create more flow than you have there now. Whether this is desir- 
able and how it will effect the neighboring area, not just the land 
inside this area but to consider what will happen outside this area. 


Discussion in general about the size of the lots, ten lots, some half acre and some 
larger, covering four, five, six or more acres. 


Mr. Olivo: The thing I want to stress with you, is, we are not talking speculation 
or guess work, this is past history, there has never been any great deluge, 
all it is, is stagnant water and we've never had a situation where this could 
possibly cause a problem in the future because there isn't that muéh water gona 
there. JI am not talking about this year, last year, but I am talking 
about an appreciable period of fifteen years. Flooding such as we had a 
couple of years ago effects everyone. 


Chairman Swartwood: One comment I would like to make - The Planning Board, and this 
is just an idea, going back to the problem we have down on 
Rock Point Road. If in the future there is any way to avoid it, 
I don't know who should buy it, I don't know if the Town should 
buy these brooks, buy these properties, buy the maintenance but 
this is something that should bececccccccccvcccccce 


Selectman Dumont: The purpose of this Hearing is to determine effects that these 
changes will have on the water flow, etc., as was stated above... 


Mr. Olivo: Its a plan that shows, to my way of thinking, a definite decided benefit 
not only to the Petitloner sss «006068 ss 


Chairman Swartwood: In our making our decision, I would also like to hear from the 
Board of Health because by Law we have to give them notice, the 
same with the Conservation Commission, the same with the Planning 
Board and that is why they are here and if they are talking about 
issues that are correlary and they may not bear exactly on our 
decision I think we will also take them into consideration when 
we make our decision. 
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Selectman Bartolini: I question the advantage of the Conservation Commission 
taking over the brook and then turning it over to the 
Towne 

s@lectman.........? This would involve the maintenance by the Town. 


General discussion between members of Conservation Commission and members of 
the Board of Selectmen on this idea. 


Chairman Swartwood: Let me go round once more - do any of the Town Boards have 
any questions? 


Mre Olivo: ..cccoccceccceinaldible... 


Mr. Phaneuf: ..cccccccesinaldiblec.. 


Chairman Swartwood: Mr. Phaneuf, we have a plan which is behind me here, shows 


the relocation of this brook which has been signed by a 
Planning Board way before you were a member and that 
consideration should have been brought up at that time. 

Now under the Hatch Act I don't believe we have a 
responsibility (do we) if its' going to cause flooding, yes. 


Selectman Dumont: Well I would think we have a responsibility to determine the 
impact this change would have on the adjoining land. Thats 
all. 


Selectman Bartolini: I would say» take a random elevation of 276 except where it 
dumps out, if he goes any lower than I would say the 
Petitioners would have a problem with the abutters, if 
they maintain these grades it means the abutters elevation 
I don't see where there is any problem. 


Chairman Swartwood: to Judge Brewin, Town Counsel, what sort of reparative 
rights are we talking about, or we ae 


Town Counsel Brewin: Within their own land they are not effecting any one's 
rights. They own all reparative rights. 


selectman Dumont: As I understand it the new elevation here is the same as 
the present elevation. 


Chairman Swartwood: You see what they are doing in collecting the water on 
their own land and putting it out on a single elevation. 


Selectman Dumont: In that area what they are going to do is probably, they'll 
fill in, and therefore the brook will be at its' present 
bed level but they'll fill in around it so that instead of 
having it all spread out it will go together in a channel. 

Many voices - imudible. 


Town Counsel Brewin: Your not 2llowine the water to collect in any part of 
your land, right now it doesn't all flow off. A certain 
amount of it flows off at the level of 276 because some 
of it is lower than 276 up above it ponds on your land.

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Selectman Dumont: Now you have got to be careful there, because that means 
more water will flowout of the land. 


Mr. Olivo: We are putting it in a channel and we are not changing the termi 
and what I mean by that, we are not changing the elevation of in or out. 
Whatever is soing to flow,is what we are entitled to have in any event 
because of the confines of our land. 

Chairman Swartwood: How wide is this relocated brook going to be? 

Mr. Olivo: Five feet. 


Selectman Dumont: How deep will it be ? 


Mr. Olivo: It will vary because it will floow the grade but looking at the plan 
I would estimate anywhere from three feet, four feet, could be five feet. 


Chairman Swartwood: Will each one of these lots be sold subject to this drainage? 

More than one voice - "right". 

Selectman Bartolini: Five feet at the base of that brook isn't wide enough, 
which the Planning Board will probably pick up. If you have any run-off, 
in the surrounding lands,of leaves and anything like that you can get 
stoppage right away. 


Mr. Olivo: ..e-eeinaudible. 


Seledtman Bartolini: It was just a suggestion. The Planning Board will probably 
pick it up anyway. 


Mr. Olivo: I don't think they will because the plan has already been approved. 
Selectman Bartolini: The brook hasn't been moved yet. 
Mr. Olivo: No, but this is subdivision. It has already been approved. 


Selectman Bartolini: The size of the brook will be determined by this Board and 
we will consult with the Planning Board, 


Mr. Mauch: He said this subdivision has been approved. He is backed by the Planning 
Boarde 


Chairman Swartwood: With the brook relocation? 
Mr. Mauch: With the relocation. 


Mr. Olivo: The only thing that I can add is that I did talk to the Department of 
Natural Resources just today and they said that they would not be concerned... 
They studied the plan, mentioned the points of ingress and egress and points 
of elevation and they felt it was going to be helping the area and not 
hinder it and it was going to be better. 
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Mr. Swartwood: I don't think there is any doubt about that. 


Selectman Dumont: One other point, you must understand, this is our first 
hearing under the Hatch Act. We are all green at this. I am sure that 
perhaps some of these questions would not be asked again or reasked again. 


Dr. Stone: I would like to know if the M. D. C. is involved, if they 
interrelate with the Department of Natural Resources inas much as this 
is tributary through the sudbury River. 


Selectmen: I don't think so. 


Chairman Swartwood: If there are no more questions we will close the Hearing 
and take the matter under advisement.

7330 DeMe Present: Chairman Charles B. Swartwood III, Selectmen Robert C. Dumont 
and Louis J. Bartolini. Also present were members of the Press. 


7:35 pem. Representatives of the Mohawk Motorcycle Club appeared before the Board, 
one of them a Mr. Norman C. Daley (President), 44 Bigelow Rd., Marlboro. 


Chairman Swartwood: Mr. Daley, I will just address my comments to you, that pertains 
to the whole club. I think the last time you were in here you remember there 
were a couple of letters of complaint. And thereafter we agreed on a trial 
basis to really test this thing and for you to have your rally on the 27% of 
July, on Sunday. In that connection we told you that we would have it widely 
covered. The Police did check this rally and we have a report from the Police 
ihdicating that there were no motor vehicle violations or from the Police 
standpoint, no excessive noise at one particular time. 


(Chief Mattioli at this time presented to the Selectmén the recommendations they 
asked for on Woodland Road.) 


Mr. Swartwood stated that one of the original complainants, Mr. Carlton J. Boudreau 
(72 Mt. Vickory Rd.) wasn't at home on the 27%, that one of the other neighbors was 
there andwote a letter stating that a couple of "Mavericks" were hanging around 
who did cause some trouble but knew they weren't connected with the Club. They 
were Southboro residents. Another letter of complaint from another resident of 

the town was read aloud. Mr. Swartwood has received complaints at his house via 
telephone from residents in the area and from other people in the town who do not 
live near the above-mentioned area. Mr. Swartwood stated that, 'There is no 
question in our mind that there has not to date been any violation of law with 
respect to the operation of these motorcycles. There doesn't appear to be, from 
the Police report, any violation of law with respect to a nuisance. Further, 

there doesn't appear to be any zoning violation with respect to the clubhouse 
itself. However, I feel that we are sitting here representing the people and from 
what I get from the people indicates to me that we really can't outwardly sanction 
this type of activity." 


Mr. Swartwood was interrupted by a woman who stated, "I am an abutter of the land 
and a neighbor. I made it a point after all this publicity to go over to see what 
was going on. It was very, very quiet..By the way, I am Mrs. Lamson." (Mrs. Laurence 
E. Lamson, 96 Mt. Vickory Road) 


A man stated, "I talked to Mr. Boudreau last night on the telephone for a half an 
hour. He is a reasonable man. I think he is afraid, as a lot of people are in 
the back of their mind, that it will eventually breed and there will be a by- 
product from this group being in there. I assured him that this wouldn't be so. 
He said that if we were reasonable with him, in other words, vary the route so 
that there wouldn't be too many times. In other words, we start, say, from 

P. I. E. Terminal and you send them out from there and then you have them wind 
back at the property. Then you would have only one round trip--once in and once 
out instead of four times. He thought this was a good thing. At times we could 
send them through the other way so you would have even less aggravation that way 
because you would split it up as far as that one road goes. If he represents a 
cross-section of the people complaining, he'd have no problem. It isn't a matter 
of that many meets, there is only five this year." 
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Mr. Swartwood: "You have had three. There is no question in our minds that this is 
a law-abiding group. The article that you showed us the last time you were 
here. This is consistent with your activity and has been." "I personally feel 
that this isn't something that we, as a Board of Selectmen, can encourage in 
the town. I will give you my reasons. What I would like to do, you brought up 
something that might bear on it, is even discourage it. I am doing this. I 
don't have any authority here to tell you that you have to cease and desist. 
You haven't broken any laws, as apparently - Mrs. Lamson says no - some of the 
other residents vehemently say yes, and they feel that there is a noise factor 
here. It had bothered some people." 


A man said that he had "heard a lot of hot-rod cars go up that road, and make a 
lot more noise...more noise off the Pike and off Route 9 than you do from the 
motorcycles. You can hear the trains some nights when the wind is just. right." 


Mrs. Lamson: "Our land is right there. The place that they use is right next to 
us. I can't tell from in the house that they're there. I had to walk over 
to find out what noise can it be. It is just over the stone wall. I can't 
tell whether they're there or not until I walk over and look. I am the nearest 
neighbor.'!! | 


Mr. Swartwood: I appreciate that, and I also appreciate that other people say that 
they have neard noises, and the noises may be connected with the fact that it 
happens to be a motorcycle going up the street. 


Mr. Dumont: There is an emotional factor there. 


Mr. Swartwood: The other thing is this. This is strictly, of course, a residential 
area. It is a winding street. It is a narrow street. As a matter of fact, a 
portion of it - there is some disruption as far as construction goes. We feel 
that with a great deal of activity on the road, more than what is normally 
there - and what is normally there is probably enough anyway - it does increase 
the possibility..." (end of transcription belt cut off the rest of sentence) 


Mr. Dumont: I would agree with what you said. I think the basic problem we face 
here is simply one of trying to do this, and what I think is clearly defined 
as a rather countrified residential street. From the standpoint of the Board 
of Selectmen, we feel that it is in...representation of the people of 
Southboro that this is not something we should encourage. As Mr. Swartwood 
has indicated, there are no laws being violated so there are no real recourses 
that the Board has. The Board has no jurisdiction until some problem occurs 
in which we have that kind of responsibility. I would like to see every effort 
made by your group if you wish to continue this activity in the town to confine 
it to those areas of the town which are less rural in nature if you feel you 
want to do it. I think it is as simple as that, from my point of view. 


Mr. Daley: This is.a nonprofitable club. This land was donated to our use, free 
of charge, or..-for a dollar. In other words, we haven't the finances to go . 
out and buy a lot or location to build a clubhouse on it. 


Mrs. Lamson: ...Llhe neighbors who are complaining park on the roads so that you 
have to maneuver to go back and forth on the road. 


Aman: In that particular area the children are playing in the roads constantly. 
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Mrse Lamson: They were on the road the other day when I went by and they reached 
over, a preschooler tried to touch the wheels as I went by. I stopped, | 
blowed the horn. I got a dirty look for it. I was petrified to think that 
they would do such a thing. 


Mr. Swartwood: All we are really saying is this, that there is an activity... 
Mr. Daley: That people don't like... 


Mr. Swartwood: Quite frankly, this is like a lot of things. The only reaction we 
are going to get on something like this, is from people who are complaining: 
Before the 27% we sort of gave your rally an official gomahead. After that, 
we received some adverse comments. The comment that I have heard is some- 
thing that I can't just go right out and wave a flag and say...encourage it. 
On the other hand, there is no question in our mind, from our investigation 
from the personal observation of these two Selectmen here, there were no laws 
broken. 


Mrs. Daley: We don't know if we are going to get arrested, we are going to have 
the State Police in there, or we are going to get dragged out or what is 
going to happen. 


A man: Regardless of whether the town says go ahead or not, couldn't the people 
still complain? Am I right? Regardless of whether you sanction it or not, 
it still would be a source of aggravation if the people want to complain. I 
think all we can do is go ahead with the meetings, do the very best we can, 
and make a real effort, go down the street as little as we have to, and let 
it stand there. 


Mr. Daley: We have a run this Sunday. As I told you before we had to send the 
fliers out a week agoe So the fliers are out. This is going more than half 
way. We sign them in at Mt. Vickory Road at Bill's (Boswell) property. That 
will include a card table sitting in the middle of a field and two fellows 
sitting there from 12 N to 2 pom. I don't think there will be too much noise 
out of that. We are going to send them out the other way. They will come in 
once by the complainers. We will send them out the other way by arrows. 

That will be out Middle Road, out Southville Road to Route 30. From there they 
go around through the different towns, to Marboro and end up in Marlboro at my 
house. So your activity will be from 12 to 2 p.m. That will be a matter of 
three or four bikes coming in at a time, signing up and going out. 


Mr. Swartwood: What it appears to me is that you have come here and we have 
expressed the rea¢tion that we have received from your activity and it appears 
that you are making every effort to cut down on this reaction that we are 
getting. I hope that it is successful but we can't really encourage it. 


8:00 pem. Meeting re a sign on High Street excluding through-truck traffic. 
Mrs. Lois McCarthy appeared before the Board. The Board has agreed to defer 
action on a street sign until completion of construction on Route 30. At 
that time, the Board will take whatever action is necessary to resolve the 
matter in a satisfactory way for the residents of the street. 


8:30 pom. Mr. Richard Landry and Mr. James Quinn from the Mass. Electric Co. 
appeared to discuss the street light survey. Mr. Charles Johnson, an interested 
citizen in this survey, also present. The Board agreed to review the Mass. 
Electric Co. proposal and incorporate five or six individual requests and get 
some estimates on costs. The Board to "be back in touch with them in short 
order." 
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9:15 pem. Public Hearing on "Notice of Intent" by New England Power Co., in 
accordance with Chapter 131, Section 40, G. L. 


Mr. Swartwood: With respect to deposit fill, relocate approximately 450 linear 
feet of an unnamed brook and to build a construction roadway, all in 
connection with the construction of an electric transformer substation, 
off the north side of Northboro Road, Southboro, Massachusetts. 


Members of the Board agreed to suspend for a short period of time the above 
Hearing in order to take up with Mr. Napoleon DePina problems of the Recreation 
Department as his appointment was scheduled for 9 p.m. Mr. DePina is Chairman of 
the Recreation Department. 


Selectman Dumont: Mr. DePina requestéd the town to consider the possibility of 
asking the Cemetery Commission for service on fields. He also inquired 
about lighting for the proposed Little League Field on the school 
grounds as well as a chain-link fence for that area. We suggested 
that he explore some possibilities and we agreed to discuss a Ghain-link 
fence matter with School Committee at our next joint meeting. 


Suspended Hearing now resumed. 


Chairman Swartwood: All the certified mail in connection with this Hearing was 
received and receipts of same returned with the exception of the 
Department of Natural Resources. The return receipt was not returned 
to this office. (Conservation Commission, Board of Health, Mr. Crabtree, 
Mr. Cahill all received their certified mail and we in turn received 
their signed receipts for same with the above exception.) 


Selectman Dumont: (stated the names of the people present at this Hearing) 
William C. Sullivan of New England Electric, Dan Nichols -s6f Engineer 
of New England Power Co., John M. Shea, Engineer of New England Power 
Co., Chairman Swartwood, Selectman Robert C. Dumont, Selectman Louis J. 
Bartolini and Miss Firmin, Executive Secretary to the Board, and 
members of the Press. 


Mr. Sullivan: We started building a substation here and in another section we 
were stopped because of a violation of the Hatch Act. While we were 
talking with them on a violation of the Hatch Act, we wondered if 
this might possibly come under the Hatch Act also. The substation is 
built on a side hill. There is no indication of swamps or any water- 
ways on the U. S. D. S. 


Mr. Shea: That is the interesting thing, that we have some kind of lack of 
communication--absolutely no indication of any kind of water at all. 
And so the engineers...thought in the building of Interstate 495 they 
may have altered the water table so that if they have and they think 
there is more of a precautionary thing...small brookee.e © 


Kelieye this Pest of all we put in the culvert along the driveway (pointing 
out this on the map of "New England Power Company, Northboro Road 
Substation, Southboro, Mass., Fence and Grading Plan dated May 1968) 
right down in here underneath the driveway to drain the water coming 
down this way. When we did any topo (topography) work out here we 
took it down to the water surface and then we go in below the water 
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surface to see what was there. When we first went in there we took topo 
and it was a little mushy, so the boys marked it "mushy". That was it. 
After we got into the design of the thing, we found that this water going 
through this culvert was not draining to the...We did a little more work 
and we found that there was actually a divide right through here (referring 
to the map) where, when the water got to slightly below 310 elevation it 
would not drain this way but would just be pocketed there. We attempted to 
put a ditch along the west side of the substation but a little more 
investigation out there proved that this was not going to be enough and it 
had to be actually blasted through ledge. We have not done this as yet. 
We plan to blast a little ledge on that side, bring the ditch down to 507.5 
mount and put a drain in, more or less all along the driveway, and open 
drain, with existing gulley, brook or whatever you want to call it. It's 
just a swale in the land there, a depression, and with a little more 
investigation, we found that there was a stone boxed culvert under the road 
on this side of the road, is not visible, it's so clogged up with material 
and everything that you can't even see it. Climbing down the other bank 
you can see this beautiful boxed-in culvert that has been in there for 
years. We plan to clean out the mouth of that culvert and clean up that 
swale, brook or whatever you call it so that this will drain down through 
there. It will drain across the road on to our own land again. 


Selectman Dumont: You own this site? 
Mr. Sullivan: Right. 

Chairman Swartwood: What road is this? 
Voices: Northboro 


Selectman Dumont: You own down in here(referring to map)? 
Mr. Sullivan: Yes, all the way down to the railroad. 


Mr. Shea: The ditch is actually a nondescript brook that wandered down here, 
more of just a flow of the level water out this way, heading this way, off 
the slope of the hill and is roughly defined here, what we actually do, we 
just make a well defined ditch running along the same river bed or brook 
bed, that was originally there, the only difference, we are a little bit 
late getting here on it. This one is pretty well done and we are very 
happy with it and we were not stopped on this one and we are in the midst 
of catching up on a couple more and catching up on a couple of engineers. 


Selectmen Dumont: Is this in fact a Hatch Act Violation ? I think you have 
bent over backwards...ethe right way. | 


Mr. Sullivan: We do have one other culvert, a twenty-four inch culvert under 
the construction roadway, this is the construction roadway out here to our 
two steel foundations, Hultman foundations, and to get out there with the 
heavy equipment to set the foundation we had to put a roadway in and we 
put a twenty-four inch culvert in that. All the calculations on the 
culvert.sethe permit culvert here, on the sheet (referring to the map) 
should meet with all the requirements of any Board including the Natural 
Resources. This other culvert if the Department of Natural Resources and 
you people feel that we should pull it out, we'll pull it out and... 
the roadway there so that it can pass free, if it is needed. There's 
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a twenty-four inch culvert down here (referring to the map)....We have an 
eighteen inch culvert, so I don't think it would ever clog upe We try to 
relieve the water problem there.

Company were also notified. Mr. McBride appeared before the Board but as 

stated above, nothing could be resolved as the representativesoaf the two 
companies were not present. The Hearing was rescheduled to September 9 at 9 p.m. 


9:30 pem. Mr. Mark McCormack appeared before the Board re Southern Middlesex 
Opportunity Council (SMOC). Mr. McCormack has attended many SMOC 
meetings and made the following report to the Selectmen: 


Mr. McCormack: First of all, this is a Community Action Program funded by 
OEO (Office of Economic Opportunity). There are many different programs - 
one being Head Start. In this, there are twelve different cities and towns 
represented - Southboro being one, Marlboro, ete. The Board of Directors 
have 36 members. There are three members from each town. One of the members 
represents the Board of Selectmen such as I do. There is supposed to be a 
person. from the "poor" poverty people represented and there was a woman from 
Prentiss Street who never attended any of the meetings and, therefore, was 
dropped by SMOC. The third person was from Southville but the Board of 
Directors has the opportunity to name other people. Some of the people 
represented are Rotary, business people such as Fenwal in Ashland, Philip 
Morse representing labor in the Framingham area Labor Board, Ray Mills of the 
Chamber of Commerce in Framingham, Mrs. Barrows from Ashland who is the low-income 
representative, Dr. David ? Superintendent of School in Ashland, etc., so there 
are all kinds of people on the Board. There are also many vacancies on the Board 
which they have not been able to fill. Just recently in August SMOC was reviewed 
by higher headquarters in New York and it was not a very good report. They found 
out that the Board and SMOC...were not implementing the CAP (Community Action 
Program) policy although we were doing Head Start and Upward Bound Community 
Action program in Marlborough and Hopkinton, the two centers for information 
referrable. They felt that the programs were developed by the Board rather than 
the poverty, people in general, and they wanted this to be reoriented so that the 
people develop these programs. As these programs were already written, it would 
take much time to reorient this. SMOC was going to call a meeting to see if they 
couldn't get the poor people in all of these towns together to come up with 
something which was more in their direction than that of the Board. They did 
have that meeting but we did not have anyone from Southboro to attend. ... 
Bellingham's No. 1 problem is transportation, Noe 2 was health care. In Framingham, 
it was housing, education and day care - in that order. In Natick,it was day care. 
In Marlboro, it was housing and food stamps. These were the only towns that had 
organized meetings. They organized in the town, then they came to the meeting at 
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SMOC Headquarters which is in Framingham. SMOC has a new building there that they 
rent. It is right behind the "Pagoda" and that has been converted over into office 
space and classrooms for Headstart program,"stated Mr. McCormack. 


Chairman Swartwood asked how many are on the premises. 


Mr. McCormack: "I would say there are about eight members on the permanent staff 
of SMOC. The Executive Director is Robert McDonough. Some are social workers, 
psychologists, nurses. People have come from New York to attend several 
meetings and answer questions, etc. SMOC has put it bluntly. If we don't 
reorient this program and put it along the lines that they want, they won't 
refund. Much of the report was rebutted by the SMOC staff and some of the 
Board of Directors' members. Some of the members were interviewed during the 
survey. I was not interviewed. I would like to find out how many people in 
Southboro are eligible. The other thing I tried to find out was just how many 
people in Southborough would be eligible for this and I was surprised to find 
out that out of a total population of 5,510, in which there are 1,375 families, 
151 families have an income of less than $3,000 which represents 11%. This is 
a fairly high percentage but not as high as the National percentage which is 
about 15% which represents for this community a rather high per cent. We did 
not believe we had this many. I don't know how this data was compiled. This 
may come from some retired people. This report was broken down further: 
families with income less than $1,000 were 14, and that is pretty hard-core 
poverty; 37 families with income between $1,000 and $1,999; 100 families have 
income from $2,000 to $3,000 limit. They also broke down the labor force, etc. 
No determination as to how many persons constitute a family was given.'' It was 
decided to send a letter to each of the Clergy of the Town of Southboro and 
ask them to attend a meeting on the week-end of September 20 or 27, 1969, to 

discuss funds available, which are administered by the Board of Selectmen, to the 

persons eligible.

had, in fact, just about completed the addition to the building but had no prior 
assent from the State Commission .... under Chapter 138 he is required to obtain. As 
a result, the Commission made a finding that he violated Section 2 of Chapter 138 

and also Section 15, namely that the actual premises as existed on August 27 did 
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not conform to the physical description stated on the license that he (Mr. Fletcher) 
is now operating under or was on August 27 and that the liquor that was stored on 
the shelves on the new addition to the main sales-room was therefore being stored 
and sold illegally that circumvention of the Chapter." 


Chairman Swertwood: "This was brought to our attention." "We know our license 
holders pretty well because we don't have that many. We very often 
take something like this up ourselves, then notify the owners before 
they get going too far with the building or transfer of a license." 
"When, about two years ago, Mr. Ramelli transferred his license to 
Mr. Mauro, we quickly reminded them about it and they were a week or 
so late. In this case, it went right by me. I knew he was building on. 
I hope that this oversight on his (Mr. Fletcher) part which he was 
responsible -- I don't fee] that their getting this in right when we 
brought it to their attention, really should prejudice their application. 
I hope this is the feeling of your Board. We will rectify this as soon 
as possible." 


Judge Brewin: "Actually, Mr. Smith, what has been licensed in the past is a building 
consisting of one floor, two rooms, front room for sales, back and cellar 
for storage.

He has 
got an extra entrance that is the only change from the existing application."

Mr. Sriberg: I have requested this meeting with the Board of Selectmen 
based on the fact that due to a series of unfortunate 
incidents and a couple of misunderstandings, we got start- 
ed on the wrong foot, dating back to September and at 
that time we had proposed construction of the new 
building and hired Mr. - - - = = to lay out the building 
for us and act as our contractor, had a set of plans — 

drawn up and wisely or unwisely, as the case may be, we left it 
to him, being the contractor on the job, to see that he put this 
thing up in accordance with the Town's requirements. The first 
unfortunate thing I discovered was on last Wednesday (12/3/69 
that he had not filed a building permit and this of course brought 
a number of events to a head, which I think probably ..cccteoee 
calling this meeting as we are presently under a "stop work" order. 
I have no direct knowledge of the questions or the problems that 
have been raised, only second handedly, I heard a few of the 
abutters, perhaps rightfully so, when they saw the quantities of 
steel that was delivered at the site, were upset because they did 
| not know what the building was going to 100k like. I would agree 
"Tae with them and the rumors that I have heard that if this building 
looked like a warehouse it would be quite a dump and being an 
abutter I would be right down here. I think we can submit a plan 
to the Board which indicates that this building iS a eeceleccoe 
as indicated when we applied for the original permit ... you see 
my original plan and our discussions indicated a building 1,00 to 
500 feet long and perhaps 200 feet wide and realistically after 
we surveyed the situation it was decided that a building of about 
aa 330 feet in length and about 180 feet in width would fit the 
building. I don't know the exact size of these .eefeceeoee Plans 
but I think they come rather close. This building has been 
designed to look as much like a barn as a structure of this size 
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can. The interior of the building is of steel frame but the exterior 
is a fully sheathéd plywood building which will be painted white with roma 
contrasting trim etc., just to get away from that warehouse look, 

We are putting up what amounts to the largest indoor riding rink in 

the country, and we definitely don't want this thing to look like a 
warehouse or an eyesore, We haven't invested the kind of money we 

have to stick up something that we are not going to be proud of. Now 

I think one of the major objections raised at this point is "What is 
the thing going to look like", and frankly I'm rather biased but I > 
think it is going to look rather nice. The building has been kept as 
low as possible to give it a graceful look. Because it is so long we 
have kept it well below the forty (lL0) foot maximum and at its peak 

I think it is 26 feet or 26 feet high. It will look like a very long 
and gracefull building. If it were much higher than that, it would 
look kind of awkward. This is one of the reasons that we kept it as 
low aS we possibly could. The reason for the placement of the building 
can be shown probably by the topographical survey. We are subject to 
the wetlands out there, If you look in from the street side you will 
see that there is a very low area where it is marsh. For aesthetic 
reasons, and for other reasons, we don't really want to touch this 
marsh because we have now got permission, or are in the process of-- 

I don't know whether we have received it yet=-=-to excavate this entire 
area and to create a lake in here, We are going to put one riding 

ring on the right-hand side of the lake and one riding ring on the 
leftehand side of the lake, The building had to be kept on its 

present foundation, and by the way, the front wall of the building 


coincides with the existing foundation of the building that was there. — 


It was put on that foundation and in that position because we couldn't 
get too close to the lake because it is going to be enlarged to come 
out roughly somewhere into this area. It is going to be rather close 
to the lake. 


Mr. Dumont: This is the original structure? 


Mr e Sriberg: Yes. The original structure is here, that is the structure 
that burned down. This is the barn that we are presently using. 


Mr. Dumont: Where is the placement of the original building--prefire? 
Where was this building going to be? 


Mr. Sriberg: We hadn't decided yet. We had two alternatives, The 
first alternative was to demolish this barn and put the building 
right here. The second alternative was to put the building right.here, 
right adjacent to it, along the road. The reason for that being 
that we have got to keep the area in back open because we are going 
to put an exercise track back there and a couple of riding ceca. 
so that our thought was to either run a building right along here 
or to demolish the existing building, to build it right here, 
The decision was made for us. It burned down, 


Mr. Dumont: I saw a plan or a rendering or something or other that 
had two different buildings. 
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Sriberg: Right. Prior to the completion of the topographical sur- 
vey, we had our Hearing before the Board. At that time, we our- 
selves were not sure=--we knew we were going to build a building-- 
we weren't sure of exactly where we were going to put ite. We 
knew that it was either going to be over this existing building 
or right next to it. The rendering as I recall it was never 
submitted to the Board, I just brought it here so you would have 
some idea of what we were going to build and I think it showed 
the building. You have it, I think, because I gave it to somebody 
the other day. That is our original render.

Bartolini: Let's clarify this right now. I talked with the Chair- 
man of the Board of Appeals and this was never filed with the 
original Petition.

Sriberg: Yes, because at the time we ourselves did not know what 
we were going to put in there. We had no idea where this building 
would go. We had to wait until we got the topographical survey... 


Swartwood: What's this here? 


Sriberg: This was a proposed location of a training ring, which 
has now been put over here, If we didn't enlarge the pond we were 
going to put some rings down in there. Now this has all been moved 
over because this pond,..will be right here in the middle with a 
ring winding all around it. We want to keep the pond for its 
beauty and if we were to mess around with this pond we might dis- 
turb the water table. We want to lower the depth and increase the 
size of this pond. This will be insured, 
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Swartwood: Mr. Bousquet, were there any other exhibits with this? 


Bousquet: No, part of the original plot plan. This one here and 
we show this drawing and in our decision we made no reference to 
iteeesomeone said at the time of the hearing, maybe Mr. Sriberg, 
might have some difficulty regarding the drainage, regarding the 
pond and the location of the building... 


Swartwood: That was specifically mentioned? 


Bousquet: Yes, nothing was made of it so we did not limit it in 
any waye The type of construction was considered also...what 
people seemed to be concerned about is additional buildings, such 
as cocktail lounge or perhaps a swimming pool...which would be 
lighted at nightee. 


Swartwood: You specifically state that there will be no other 
operation further other than ee. (belt ended) 


Sriberg: In the topo you can see some land drops off very sharply 
as you get back there, and this is wetland and we don't want to 
fill it. If we did fill it we would be under water and so would 
the others. 


Bartolini: When you put the track in in the back you will fill the 
land. 


Sriberg: But that is not the wetland, under the topo this is the 
only area right in here that is subject to the wetland fill. This 
area here is not wetland at all, It all drains down into there. 
As a matter of fact it was indicated to us that by filling 
this land going through the drainage from the.........and the 
building could be put there off the road as well as right on the 
road. Building the building in here was not realistic because of 
the remoteness from the other existing barn... 


Walcott: When you have these shows do you have many people attend? 
(Believe this was Mr. Walcott.) 

Sriberg: We haven't had a show yet. I do not know exactly how many 
people attend. We have about three thousand feet of parking area 
or road frontage which we can use for parking off the road. 
Besides that there is enough area in here or all up there we can 
bring cars up and park them there. 


Walcott or Mr, Bartolini: How far is the foundation back from the 
street? 


Sriberg: I don't ... (inaudible) 
Swartwood: Harold did you make this? 


Walcott: Yes, I did ... picked up the center of the road as best 
I could, using tape. (some of this part not audible) 


Swartwood: What's the set back? 
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Mr. Walcott: Eighty-five (85) feet. 

Mr. Dumont:? What does the zoning law require? 

Mr. Walcott: Thirty-five (35) feet. Residential area... 

Mre Dumont: The foundation...how about overhang? 

Mr, Walcott: Overhang around two feet (cannot understand further) 
Mr. Dumont: Fifty-two? 

Mr. Walcott: Yes..e.(not audible) 

Voices inaudible, much background noise in this area of belt. 


Mr. Sriberg: Really not sure, decision not made until building burned 
down. | | 
(Discussion of voices here, spending $25,000 to get this project 

off the ground. The noise here on the belt makes it impossible 
to understand all the voices to make clear what is being discussed.) 


Mr. Sriberg: As I say we did what we had to do to keep in operation 


Dr. Hallisey: The night of the hearing before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, quite a few neighbors here, and as I understood it, we 
were presented with the exhibit which is the red ring...we bought 
an artist conception and I think that under the present Zoning Laws 
eooothat when this structure burned he should go before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals......representation made to the abutters that .. 
night, I don't thin’: the structure as it is presented now repre- 
sents the same as presented that night of the hearing. And I would 
like to hear from the Selectmen does this have to go before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for another hearing, due to the fact that 
the structure is not the same as the structure that burned down. 


Mr. Swartwood: First of all we are not talking about a variance, we 
are talking about a permit. That's a big difference, I believe. 
it is Chapter h8, Section h, appeals for special permits and 
Chapter LOA, Section 1) and 15, I believe. The special permit, 
as I understand it, goes to the use of the property, in other words, 
to be determined by the Board of Appeals whether or not this use 
is obnoxious or detrimental to the neighborhood. A hearing was 
held by the Board of Appeals to determine that one issue and on 
the evidence presented and statements of counsel, plans, etc. 
a decision was made by the Board of Appeals that this use is not 
obnoxious. Now that is the general: outline of what we are talking 
about. Now if this barn burned down it burned down more than 80% 
and they were to build or rebuild it, I hadn't given that a lot 
of thought. Wait a minute...the Zoning By-Laws give us direction 
but the Statute (lots of talk here) and you've got these cases under 
the Statute (I spent two hours this afternoon reading various ~ 
treatises on zoning and it was by this Professor Rick, and he 
studied it out by saying this is moras of inconsistancy, and I 
am not prepared to make any decision now.) 
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Dr. Hallisey: Wouldn't you say that much of the decision or much of 
the agreement ..?.. was issued by the abutters that night was 
primarily on the order and steps which it was presented. If all 
these laws are not conforming and consistant wee. 


Mr. Swartwood: As the chairman of the Board of Selectmen all we have, 
quite: frankly as the:enforcement agency for the Zoning By-Laws 
all we have is this paper, the same as you have. Our job is 
limited to this, absolutely limited to this, 


Dr. Hallisey: Basically I'm not in disagreement weee--? I agree that 
we should keep land in its natural But as this has been pre- 
sented, it is not what we bought at the Hearing (of the Board of 
Appeals) and I believe it is going to be an eye sore etCeee. 


Mr. Swartwood: I can assure you we'll have the Building Inspector go 
out and measure it. I haven't measured it but I have an appointed 
representative who did and he tells me he used a tape measure. 


Dr. Hallisey: The magnitude of the building 300 feet long, 35 feet 
off the street you can appreciate what its going to be like 
riding by. 


Mr, Sriberg: The building in the original plan was larger, it has been 
reduced in size. When you take a look at an architectural 
rendering of an immense piece of property like this and you throw 
a little building on it then it really doesn't look so big, but 
when you've seen the building in construction it looks immense 
because what we are really saying here is that the thing looks 
small on a plan and when it gets in the "flesh" it looks pretty 
big. (all looking at the plan) 


Discussion followed re: size of building being built which is amaller 
than the one shown on the plan, etc. 


Chairman Swartwood asked the Building Inspector, Harold Walcott if he 
had a plot plan showing the location of the building.

Mr. Sriberg: This is not a non-conforming use, it conforms to the 
By-Laws, except the By-Laws required that if you are going to put 
it to this particular use, that you get a permit for the use for 
which it is already permitted. 


Mr. Dumont: So it is the use not the structures that is in question. 
Structures are notat variance with the Zoning By-Laws. In other 
words you can build a barn there. | 


Mr. Sriberg: As a matter of fact, the decision of the Board of Appeals 
incorporated within their permission to build a barn. 


: Another barn? 
Mr. Sriberg: Yes, that's it. 


Mr. Swartwood: A lot of you have probably not seen this Petition of 
Waveney Riding Center, I will read it. This is the finding of 
fact and decision by the Board of Appeals (Mr. Swartwood read the 
decision arrived at the Hearing held on May 8, 1969.) 


"The Board finds that this parcel of land consisting of sixty acres 
more or less contains buildings which in the past have been used as 
stables. A new barn to be constructed with the use of stabling horses 
and also as an indoor riding track. The property is to be used pri- 
marily for training and equestrian and not for the renting of horses 
by the hour. Further there will be no operation such as a cocktail 
lounge, bar or swimming pool. The neighborhood is rural and the 
proposed use is compatible with the neighborhood. The Board further 
finds that the use of equestrian is consistant with those uses permited 
in Section ) Paragraph 2A of the Zoning By-Laws. And further that 
the use requested is neither detrimental nor offensive to the neigh- 
borhood. It was Voted by the members - Cibelli, Derby, Kehew, Boyle, 
and Bousquet to grant the Petition." 


Mr. Francis R. Pessini appeared before the Board at this time and spoke 
in favor of the Riding School. 


Mr. Pessini: I'm one hundred percent for it...1l wonder if the people 
had their taxes increased as I did this year, we have been evaluated 
100%, two years ago, and I think with an organization such as the 
Pine Hill Riding School...the amount of dollars...it will be worth 
while for the Town of Southborough. 
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Mr. Swartwood: Thank you Mr. Pessini. Are there any more questions? 
We are running a little late. Any further questions, or any 
statements anyone wants to make? 


Mr. Dumont: I'tld like to make a statement., I think unfortunately it 
appears that there was some either vagueness or perhaps uninten- 
tional misrepresentation about the planning or appearance of the 
land at the time before the actual permit was granted.

We have hearings, the purposes of these 
hearings, purposes of deliberations of the Zoning Board of Appeals 
is to try to bring all the facts to light so that a fair and °:. 
equitable decision can be made and you can't do that if you don't 
have all the facts in front of you.e Now it would seem to me that 
in the future for people who are trying to seek such permits, — 
builders who are trying to build buildings and others who are 
interested in developing and contributing to the value of the 
Town of Southborough that they keep this kind of thing in mind. 
We don't get anywhere by having people after the fact become very 
concerned and upset over things which weren't made clear in the 

first place. I think that's about as much as I can see is the 
problem here because otherwise it would seem to me, the argument 
would seem to be with the facts presented before the Board of 
Appeals rather than anything we can do nowe
